CHAP.  I. 

A  Difcovery  of  fome  Medicinal  Qualities  in  the 

Tartar,  or  ArgoL 

F  all  Productions  of  the  Vegetable 
World,  none  have  been  in  more  general 
Ufe  and  Eftimation,  than  Wine  :  The 
effential  Salt  of  Wine,  called  Tartar ,  of 
ArgoU  or  JVineftcme ,  is  ouf  prefent  Sub¬ 
ject  of  Inquiry, 

The  ieveral  Preparations  made  from  this,  to  wit, 
a  volatile  Salt ,  a  volatile  Spirit ,  an  Oil ,  and  a  fixed 
Salt ,  I  fhall  feverally  treat  of,  and  mention  firft  the 
Preparation  thereof,  and  afterwards  thofe  Diflem- 
pers,  in  which  I  have  found  them  refpe&ively  ufefuh 
God  himlelf  irtftituted  the  Ufe  of  Wine,  in  the 
Offerings  to  his  Honour.  Wine,  we  find  amongft 
the  Heathens,  was  conftantly  ufed  in  their  Sacri¬ 
fices,  and  facred  Rices,  which  they  performed, 

The  Vine,  in  the  facred  Books  of  the  Old  Tefta* 
menf,  is  frequently  made  ufe  of  as  an  Emblem,  or 
Type,  of  God’s  ancient  Church  and  People  :  And 
in  the  New  Teftament  we  find  our  Bleffed  Saviour 
comparing  himfelf  to  it,  but  not  to  Gold,  Silver, 
or  Diamonds;  and  accordingly  he  has  appointed 

the  Tuice  of  it  to  be  drank,  as  the  great  Medicine 
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of  our  Souls  Salvation,  in  that  facred  Ordinance, 
one  chief  Intent  of  which  is,  to  commemorate  his 
own  Offering  for  our  Redemption,  and  Forgivenefs 
of  Sins. 

Thefe,  and  other  things  of  a  like  Kind,  in  an 
Age  of  a  more  pious  and  devout  Turn,  than  that 
of  this  prefent,  might  perhaps  be  efleemed  as  in¬ 
tended  by  Providence  to  point  at  the  healing  Vir¬ 
tues  and  Qualities  it  has  given  to  it:  But  it  will  be 
more  agreeable  to  the  prevailing  Tafte,  as  well  as 
be  thought  more  to  my  Purpofe,  to  mention  the 
adlual  Ufe  made  of  it,  and  Efteem  it  was  held  in, 
as  a  Medicine.  For  this  there  is  no  Necefilty  to 
quote  particular  Authors,  and  Paffages  of  the  Writ¬ 
ings  of  the  ancient  Heathen  Phyficians,  they  are  in 
general  fo  full  ol  its  Praifes  *,  and  it  is  no  lefs  cele¬ 
brated  in  this  Refpedt  by  the  Poets,  particularly  by 
Homer  and  Virgil ,  the  two  greatefl  of  them  all. 

That  Wine  was  ufed  medically  amongfl  the  Jews , 
and  efpecially  in  our  Saviour’s  Time,  is  evident  from 
the  mention  of  it,  as  applied  with  Oil  to  the  Wounds 
of  the  half-murdered  Traveller,  in  his  Parable  of 
the  good  Samaritan .  The  great  Maker  has  laid 
great  and  wonderful  Myfteries  and  Secrets  in  natu¬ 
ral  Things,  though  they  appear  to  us  at  fir  If  Sight 
of  very  little  Signification  and  Confequence,  till  wc 
open,  diffolve,  and  anatomife  them;  then  to  our 
Surprife,  the  great  and  unfpeakable  Wifdom  of  the 
omnipotent  Creator  appears.  I  will  not  difpute 
with  the  wretched  and  defpicable  Deifts,  Natura- 
lifts,  Free-thinkers,  £s?c.  about  the  Creation,  and 
how  the  Great  Being  created  omnia  ex  nihilo . 

Among  all  the  Vegetables,  Animals,  Metals,  and 
Minerals,  there  is  not  one,  that  contains  in  itfelf  fo 
many  admirable  Produdfions,  as  the  Vine-Tree,  viz . 
i  The  Grape,  2  the  Wine  itfelf,  3  the  Spirit,  4  the 
Vinegar,  5  the  Lees,  6  the  Tartar  or  Argol,  7  in 

it 
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it  the  Oil,  8  the  volatile  Spirit,  9  the  volatile  Salt, 
10  the  fixed  Salt;  and  in  the  Vine-Tree  itfelf,  n 
the  Sap,  or  the  Juice,  and  in  the  Afhes,  12  a  fixed 
Salt. 

Wine,  or  the  Juice  of  the  Grape,  indeed,  taken 
moderately  and  difcreetly,  is  a  great  Baiiam  and 
Strengthener  of  the  human  Body,  and  Enlivener 
of  the  Spirits  of  Men,  even  when  both  are  n-ioft 
vigorous  and  healthy  ;  and  as  the  Man  is  the  King 
of  the  Animals,  the  Gold  of  th  .  Metals  and  Mine¬ 
rals,  fo  the  Wine  is  the  King  among  the  Vegetables, 
and  it  is  one  of  the  great  and  wonderful  Works  of 


the  Almighty  God.  The  great  Ifaac  Hollandus , 
fays  in  his  Vegetable  Work,  4  I  know  very  well 
that  among  all  the  Spirits,  none  is  fo  excellent  and 
powerful  as  the  admirable  Spirit  of  the  noble  Vine- 
Tree,  becaufe  the  Almighty  God  has  from  Eternity 
made  and  decreed,  that  out  of  the  incomparable 
Vine-tree,  the  noble  Wine  lhould  grow,  which 
fhould  circulate  in  our  Saviour’s  Blood  and  Body, 
And  the  wife  Man  knew  well,  that  the  Spirit  of  the 
Vine  furpafies  all  the  Spirits  of  the  other  Vegeta¬ 
bles,  and  alfo  the  ancient  wife  Men  have  not  found 
greater  Power  in  Herbs,  Trees,  or  other  Species,  as 
in  the  Spirit  drawn  out  of  the  Vine,  for  that  Rea- 
fon  I  can  fay,  that  the  Spirit  out  of  the  Vine* tree 
is  the  rooft  noble  and  belt  among  all  things. 

Though  the  right  Spirit  of  Wine  is  fo  excellent, 
yet  I  may  fay,  that  my  volatile  Salt ,  Spirit ,  and  Oil 
of  my  Tartar  or  Argol ,  outdoes  it  very  far  in  Medi¬ 
cines  ;  it  comes  originally  out  of  the  Vine,  and  is 
the  efentiai  Salt  of  it,  and  I  think,  we  may  with 
•right  call  the  Argol  a  Treafury,  and  a  Store-houfe 
of  excellent  Medicines  for  the  Benefit  of  human 
Creatures,  and  the  Vine  may  be  called  not  unjuflly, 
the  Tree  of  Life. 
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But  it  is  the  Tartary  or  Argoly  which  is  generated 

from  it,  that  is  the  greatefl  Benefit  to  our  Conftitu- 
tions,  when  they  are  fickly  and  difeafed.  But  this, 
under  various  Forms,  varying  alfo  in  its  Qualities, 
mufl  accordingly  be  differently  prepared  and  admi- 
niftred,  as  Diltempers  themfelves  vary,  for  the  Cure 
of  which  ’tis  given,  or  applied. 

The  Forms  under  which  I  have  found  the  Argol 
or  Tartar  are,  viz.  a  volatile  Salty  volatile  Spirity  an 
Oily  and  a  fixed  Salty  are  of  very  eminent  Virtues  in 
the  Diflempers  mentioned  in  the  Title  Page,  and  in 
others  alfo,  as  will  be  feen  in  the  feverai  Cafes  I 
{hall  give  a  faithful  Account  of.  An  Artift  can 
help  Nature,  but  not  make  Nature  or  change  it; 
this  is  alone  God’s  Work,  which  Man  cannot  pro¬ 
duce,  If  we  take  a  Thing,  or  a  Subjeft,  and  make 
it  better*  or  encreafe  it,  then  we  only  work  through 
Nature, 

Jealoufy,  Malice,  Envy,  EsV.  are  often  the  Re¬ 
wards,  in  the  Beginning,  of  new  and  ufeful  Inven¬ 
tions,  from  bale,  ignorant,  feififh,  covetous,  and 
ungenerous  People  :  But  exitus  a  ft  a  probat . 

The  Tart  ary  or  Argol ,  or  Wine-floney  is  generated 
and  flicks  at  the  Infide  of  the  Cafks  of  old  Wine, 
as  fail  and  as  hard  and  compact  almofl  as  a  Stone, 
in  the  form  of  white,  or  reddiih,  fhort-fhooted 
Cryflals,  according  as  the  Wine  is;  fometimes  it  is 
one  Quarter  of  an  Inch,  and  fometimes  two  or  three 
Inches  thick. 

It  may  be  tolerably  wafhed  and  cleanfed  of  the 
Dirt  and  Faeces,  which  flick  to  it,  without  diflbl- 
ving  cr  opening  its  Body  ;  but  if  you  add  any  Cor- 
rofive  to  it,  it  will  be  dtflroyed ;  as  it  will  by  ex- 
pofing  it  to  a  flrong  Fire,  for  then  its  volatile  Salt, 
Oil,  and  Spirit,  evaporate  or  fly  away,  and  the  fixed 
Salt  only  remains;  and  from  a  common  Diftillation 
nothing  will  be  produced^  but  a  weak  Spirit  and  a 

fetid  Oik  Th§ 
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The  Lees  of  Wine  are  quite  different  from  the 
Tartar,  becauie  they  are  the  foeculent  Sediment, 
and  the  Drofs  of  the  Wine,  and  are  not  mixed  with 
the  Tartar . 

That  which  I  mod  commonly  ufe  and  diffolve, 
is  good  large  and  compadft  Tartar  ot  Leghorn. 

There  are  three  forts  of  T artar  or  Axgol ,  viz* 
i  the  Rhenifh,  2  the  Red,  and  3  the  whitifh  Leg¬ 
horn.  In  Virtue  they  are  all  alike,  and  I  have 
found  no  Difference.  In  diffolving  and  preparing 
my  Cryftals  of  Tartar,  out  of  about  ten  Pounds  of 
common  good  Leghorn  Tartar^  I  have  found  re¬ 
maining  about  one  Pound  and  a  half  of  light  dark 
brown  Drofs,  and  a  fine  whitifh  fandy  Tartar ,  like 
the  Cream  of  Tartar ,  about  one  Pound,  and  out  of 
this  I  have  made  a  Tartarus  Tart arifatus  with  my 
fixed  Salt. 

My  Cryftals  are  of  an  admirable  Beauty  and 
Duftre :  They  are  commonly  half  an  Incn  long, 
fometimes  longer,  and  iometimes  they  are  lefs,  and 
about  Half  a  Quarter  of  an  Inch  thick,  fometimes 
more,  fometimes  lefs,,  according  to  what  Time  I 
give  it  to  cryftallife,  but  exa&ly  fquare,  of  a 
brownifh  Colour,  and  now-and-then  make  a  Body 
about  the  thicknefs  of  one,  two,  or  three  Fingers. 

If  I  let  them  lie  too  long  in  the  Air,  or  expofe 
them  to  any  Warmth,  they  will  grow  as  white  and 
brittle  as  Chalk,  as  if  they  were  calcined,  for  which 
Reafon  1  carefully  preferve  them  from  both. 

Every  one  mu  ft  acknowledge,  that  the  more  a 
Body  is  depurated  and  cleanfed  from  its  Fasces, 
Impurities  and  Dregs,  the  better  and  more  effica¬ 
cious  its  Preparation  for  our  internal  Ufe  mu  ft  be; 
and  thofe  Gentlemen  that  will  not  be  perfuaded  by 
this  great  Truth,  pleafe  to  compare  mv  Prepara¬ 
tions  and  Medicines  to  the  common  and  vulgar. 
If  an  Impurity  is  originally  mixed  from  the  Begin* 
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Bing  with  a  Medicine,  do  whatever  you  will,  you 
cannot  remove  the  intimately  mixed  noxious  Qua¬ 
lities  from  it,  nor  correct  them. 

In  making  my  Preparations,  I  put  four  Pounds 
or  thereabout,  of  Cryftals  into  the  Retort;  and,  in 
diftilling,  I  give  them  at  firftonly  a  moderate  Heat, 
which  is  fufficient,  but  at  laft  a  ftrong  one. 

In  this  Diftillation  fome  very  volatile  Spirits 
come  over  firft;  a  little  while  after  this,  the  Retort 
and  Receivers  are  filled  with  a  thick  Cloud  or 
Smoke,  and  the  Spirit,  volatile  Salt,  and  Oil,  all 
pafs  over  together  united,  the  volatile  Salt  flicks 
to  the  Top  and  Sides  of  the  firft  Receiver  fo  clofe 
and  thick,  that  there  is  no  feeing  thro*  it,  the 
Spirit  and  Oil  are  mixed  together,  and  fall  into  the 
Receiver,  and  a  great  Deal  of  volatile  Salt  finks  to 
the  Bottom  of  the  Receiver,  and  there  cryftallizes. 

My  Spirit,  Salt  and  Oil,  are  extremely  volatile, 
which  is  the  Reafon  of  my  ufing  two  Receivers. 

The  more  gently  I  diftil,  the  fafer  I  find  it,  and 
I  get  a  greater  Quantity  of  Spirit,  but  lefs  volatile 
Salt;  and,  vice  verfa,  from  a  greater  Heat  lefs  Spi¬ 
rit,  and  more  volatile  Salt.  As  in  either  Cafe  I  am 
obliged  to  give  Vent,  I  therefore  lofe  more  than 
half  the  Quantity  of  my  Spirit,  Oil,  and  Salt,  by 
their  unavoidably  flying  away  thro*  the  Vent-hole. 
I  once  tried  to  diflil  the  ufual  Quantity  of  Cryftals, 
fecuring  every  Glafs  well  with  Bladders,  and  giving 
them  only  a  very  gentle  Heat;  but  the  Retort  burft 
with  fuch  a  prodigious  Force,  that  it  was  very  pro¬ 
vidential  I  efcaped  with  Life. 

I  find  that  my  Spirit,  Salt,  and  Oil,  keep  all  to¬ 
gether  in  the  firft  Receiver,  and  that  not  fo  much, 
as  a  fingle  Drop  of  Spirit,  but  only  a  very  fmall 
Quantity  of  volatile  Oil  and  Salt,  paftes  over  to  the 
fecond,  in  the  latter  of  which,  the  Salt  fhaots  into 
long  fmall  Cryftals  at  the  Bottom. 

*  *  Out 
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Out  of  four  or  five  Diftillations,  if  no  crofs  Ac¬ 
cident  happens,  I  only  get  about  a  Quart  of  Spirit, 
and  not  more  than  two  or  three  Ounces  of  Oil  in 
it,  which  is  not  rank  and  fetid,  but  of  a  pleafant 
Scent,  tho’  very  quick  and  pungent,  the  Spirit 
fmells  not  at  all  difagreeable,  and  is  of  a  brown 
Colour;  and  of  the  volatile  Salt  there  is  perhaps 
the  fame  Quantity. 

My  refin’d  Cryflals,  upon  being  put  to  the  Fire, 
or  a  Candle,  yield  a  very  fragrant  Perfume,  as 
agreeable,  as  a  Nofegay. 

I  have  made  a  'Tart arum  Chalybetum  with  my  re¬ 
fin’d  Cryflal  of  Tartar ,  of  a  dark  brown  and  moft 
black  Colour,  and  of  a  very  flrong  Tafle  of  Iron. 
In  the  Beginning,  it  cryflallifes  very  well,  but  at 
•laft  I  have  a  great  deal  of  Difficulty  of  drying  them. 

In  making  the  Sulphur  Antimonii ,  I  have  taken 
Antimonium ,  Niter ,  and  common  Argol ,  each  pul- 
verifed  by  itfeif,  and  afterwards  mixed  it,  put  it  by 
little  and  little  in  a  hot  Crucible,  and  gave  it  a 
ftrong  Fire  afterwards,  and  then  wafhed  the  Scoriae 
out  with  common  Water,  and  I  put  of  my  refined 
Cryflals  of  Tartar  to  it  a  fmall  Quantity,  and  the 
Sulphur  in  a  Minute’s  Time  precipitated  itfeif,  and 
the  Liquor  turned  as  red  as  Blood,  which  I  evapo¬ 
rated,  and  got  very  fine  yeilowifii  Cryflals. 

I  have  put  over  my  raw  Cryflals  of  Tartar ,  the 
fixed  Salt  of  Tartar  diffolved  in  the  Air,  to  make 
the  Tartarus  Tartarijatus ,  the  Fermentation  was 
great,  and  the  Spirit  flrong.  I  diflilled  it  in  a 
Sand-heat,  and  obtained  a  very  flrong  and  penetrat¬ 
ing  Spirit,  of  a  great  refolving  Power. 

To  guard  againfl  Accidents  in  Difiilling  my 
Cryflals,  I  run  a  Pin  thro’  the  Joint  of  the  lecond 
Receiver,  to  give  Vent,  as  there  may  be  Occafion. 

If  I  put  my  rectified  Spirit  of  Tartar  over  Hun¬ 
garian  Vitriol  calcin’d  to  a  Whitenefs,  it  ferments 

pretty 
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pretty  mucfci,  and  draws  an  Extra#  of  a  beautiful 
blew  Colour  out;  but  if  the  Spirit  of  Tartar  is  co* 
hobated  over  my  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar ,  it  makes 
fcarce  any  Ebullition,  but  the  Colour  is  mod  the 
fame,  only  the  lad  is  more  upon  the  Green.  The 
Sediment  of  them  both  is  of  a  brownifh  Colour.  I 
have  put  Spirit  of  Wine  to  it,  and  got  a  very  pow^ 
erful  Spirit  by  a  gentle  Didilladon. 

I  ufed  to  feparate  the  Oil  from  my  volatile  Salt 
ivith  Spirit  of  Wine;  but  my  prefent  Method  is,  to 
diffolve  it  in  Rain-Water  diftiiled,  which  leaves  the 
Oil  remaining  in  the  Filter. 

If  I  reCtify  my  Oil  of  Tartar  over  my  fixed  Salt 
of  Tartar ,  a  good  deal  of  volatile  Salt  comes  over 
as  red  as  a  Ruby,  but  which  lofes  the  fine  Colour  in 
Time,  and  it  grows  brown,  the  Oil  comes  over 
light-brown,  which  by  (landing  grows  darker;  the 
Oil  in  rectifying,  to  my  Surprife,  is  turn’d  half  into 
a  brown  Spirit,  and  the  reft  remained  Oil,  and  the 
fixed  Salt  of  Tartar  grows  as  black  as  Jet. 

I  alfo  filter  my  Oil  from  my  Spirit,  but  a  good 
deal  of  the  Oil  will  ftill  remain  in  both  the  Spirit 
and  the  Water,  which  gives  them  a  yellowifh,  or 
brownifh  Tinge,  but,  upon  rectifying,  they  become 
perfectly  white  and  clear,  the  Oil  will  grow  as  hard 
and  as  brittle  as  Pitch,  of  a  dark  brown  Colour  ;  if 
I  reCtify  my  Spirit  of  Tartar ,  it  will  make  a  thick 
Cruft  at  the  top  of  it. 

If  I  reCtify  or  fublime  my  volatile  S^lt  of  Tartar , 
it  will  lay  itfelf  on  very  thick  in  the  Infide  of  the 
Receiver,  in  the  Form  of  a  perfeCt  Vine-Tree,  as  it 
appears  in  the  Depth  of  Winter,  and  the  Branches 
of  it  great  and  lfnall,  are  mofl  wonderfully  inter* 
woven  one  with  another,  in  the  fined  Proportion. 

Sometimes  I  fublime  my  volatile  Salt  in  a  Re¬ 
tort,  and  fometimes  in  a  Cucurbit;  which  makes  it 
white  as  Snow,  and  exceeding  volatile. 
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I  have  ufed  fometimes  Rbenijh ,  as  well  as 
for#  Tartar^  and  find  no  Difference  between  them, 
Only  that  the  largeff,  clofeff,  and  mod  crydallifed, 
is  the  bed,  and  has  not  fo  much  Drofs  as  that, 
which  is  fpungy,  porous,  light  and  brittle. 

To  the  Sides  of  the  Veffels  and  of  the  Filter* 
a  kind  of  little  conglobular  Particles  will  adhere, 
like  Grapes,  but  hollow  ;  fome  of  a  whitidi  Colour, 
and  fome  of  a  brownifh,  fbme  as  big  as  fine  Pins 
Heads,  and  fome  as  fmall  Peas*  but  very  tender, 
and  out  of  the  Drofs  will  grow  the  fame. 

When  1  didil  my  Crydals,  they  melt  together  in 
a  Body,  as  hard  and  clofe  as  a  Stone,  at  the  Bottom 
of  the  Retort;  but  the  Caput  mortuum ,  alter  the  Spi¬ 
rit,  volatile  Salt  and  Oil  is  diddl’d  out  of  it,  ap¬ 
pears  like  a  fubtil  fine  Honey-Comb.  If  I  redlify 
and  calcine  my  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar ,  it  appears  in 
the  fame  Form.  In  redifying  my  fixed  Salt  of 
Tartar ,  it  wili  fhoot  on  and  cryftaliize  mod  ad¬ 
mirable,  like  fine  Sugar  Candy,  but  the  Air  will 
diffoive  them  again  into  Water. 

If  I  didil  the  Drofs,  I  find  it  gives  a  very  great 
Quantity  of  Spirits,  tolerably  good,  but  foetid,  like 
the  common  Spirit  of  Tartar ,  fome  Oil,  but  no 
volatile  Salt. 

I  have  taken  of  this  fetid  Spirit,  and  cohobated 
it  over  the  Caput  mortuum  of  my  Crydals,  but  could 
not  remove  the  dilagreeable  Smell. 

Neither  the  Didillation,  nor  the  Calcination,  nor 
the  Oil  of  Vitriol,  can  dedroy  the  Nature  of  the 
Wine-Stone,  or  the  Tartar ,  as  it  is  to  be  feen  in  my 
volatile  Salt,  and  my  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar ,  and  in 
all  my  Preparations.  Wonderful  are  the  Works  of 
the  great,  almighty,  and  powerful  God,  and  of  his 
Creation. 

I  have  try’d  my  rejffify’d  Spirit  of  Tartar  upon 
feveral  calcin’d  Metals,  and  particularly  upon  Iron, 
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and  I  have  taken  Iron  calcin’d  with  Sulphur,  pre¬ 
par’d  with  Vinegar,  and  the  Filings  of  Iron,  fo  as 
they  are  turned  to  a  Crocus  through  the  Air.  If  I 
take  my  common  rectified  Spirit  of  Tartar  upon  any 
of  them,  it  gives  a  very  fine  green  Tincture  *,  but  if 
I  put  my  redtified  Spirit  of  Tartar  with  the  fixed 
Salt  of  Tartar  diftilled  over  the  Iron  prepared  with 
Vinegar,  or  the  Crocus  Martis ,  which  I  firfb  calcine, 
it  extracts  a  moft  beautiful  red  Tincture.  If  I  put 
my  rectified  Spirit  of  Tartar ,  prepared  without  my 
fixed  Salt  of  Tartar ,  over  the  common  Filings  of 
Iron,  it  draws  out  of  it  a  moft  pleafant  green  Tinc¬ 
ture,  and  out  of  the  Crocus  Martis  prepared  with 
Sulphur,  it  draws  a  yellow  Tindture. 

If  I  put  my  rectified  Spirit  of  Tartar  over  com¬ 
mon  Antimony,  it  draws  a  Tindture  out,  which 
after  evaporation  leaves  a  brown  Powder  behind, 
which  is  the  Sulphur. 

The  Oil  of  Vitriol  I  have  put  to  my  rectified 
Spirit  of  Tartar ,  and  it  makes  a  prodigious  Fer¬ 
mentation,  becaufe  it  is  of  an  alcaline  Nature,  and 
it  produces  a  moft  admirable  Tartarus  Vitriolatusy 
not  by  Precipitation,  but  by  Evaporation. 

My  volatile  Spirit  of  Tartar  diffolves  the  raw 
Tartar  very  faft,  and  a  great  quantity  of  it  too,  and 
the  Cryftals  are  brown  and  oily. 

I  have  taken  Hungarian  Vitriol  calcin’d  to  a 
Whitenefs,  and  put  my  common  redtify’d  Spirit  of 
Tartar  over  it,  which  ferments  it  pretty  much ;  but 
my  redlified  Spirit  of  Tartar  cohobated  over  my 
fixed  Salt  of  Tartar ,  makes  fcarce  any  Ebullition  or 
Fermentation  at  all,  the  Colour  is  moft  the  fame, 
only  the  latter  is  more  upon  the  green.  The  Sedi¬ 
ments  of  them  both,  are  of  a  brownifti  Colour.  I 
pur  Spirit  of  Wine  to  the  Solution,  and  diftilled 
it  gently,  and  I  got  a  very  penetrating  Spirit. 
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I  have  tried,  what  peculiar  Effect  would  a  rife 
from  diftilling  my  Cryftals  in  an  Iron  Retort,  and  I 
found  the  Spirit,  Salt  and  Oil  acquir’d  from  it  fueh 
a  noifome  Stench,  as  could  fcarcely  be  endured. 
The  Spirit  came  over  as  red  as  Blood -9  and,  I  am 
apt  to  believe,  muft  be  very  powerful. 

If  I  take  the  Trouble  to  diffolve  my  Cryftals  in 
Rain-Water  diftilled,  they  are  then  large,  and  ad¬ 
mirably  white-,  and  there  will  remain  in  the  Water, 
and  at  the  Bottom  of  the  Filter,  a  Kind  of  fine 
Cream  of  Tartar ,  which  I  found  not  to  differ  with 
the  reft. 

If  my  Spirit  of  Tartar  ftands  awhile,  there  will 
fhoot  out,  at  the  Bottom  of  the  Glais,  very  fine 
white,  and  large  yellowifh  Cryftals ;  if  the  Spirit  is 
not  diftilled,  they  are  yellowifh,  but  if  it  is,  they 
are  admirably  white.  But  my  Spirit  of  Tartar  co- 
hobated  over  my  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar ,  ftioots  no 
more  Cryftals.  , 

My  volatile  Spirit  of  Tartar ,  if  I  put  it  over  my 
depurated  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar ,  ferments  fo  much, 
that  I  am  fcarce  able  to  hold  it  in  my  Hand  y  and 
a  good  Deal  of  ftrong  Spirit  diftils  itfelf  without  any 
Fire,  and  forne  volatile  Salt.  The  firft  Time  of  dif¬ 
tilling,  it  came  over  pretty  well,  and  the  fixed  Salt 
of  Tartar  had  loft  much  of  its  Sharpnefs ;  but  the 
fecond  time,  the  Spirit  would  not  come  over  in  the 
Sand,  notwithftanding  a  conftant  moderate  Fire  for 
a  Fortnight*,  during  which,  it  often  gave  vehement 
Thumps,  till  I  put  it  in  a  Balneum  Mari^e^  and  then 
the  Spirit  at  laft  comes  almoft  all  over.  And  for 
that  Reafon,  if  I  rectify  ,my  Spirit  of  Tartar ,  I  al¬ 
ways  do  it  in  Balneo  Marine ,  becaufe  it  will  not  go 
over  in  a  Sand  Heat,  but  very  (lowly,  and  then  it  is 
impregnated  with  the  fixed  Salt. 

The  Phlegma,  which  remains  in  the  Cucurbit,  I 
put  in  a  Retort  in  a  Sand  bleat,  and  diftil  the  Phleg- 
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ma  off  with  Difficulty,  becaufe  it  flows  like  Water 
in  the  Warmt,  and  when  it  is  cold,  it  grows  hard 
and  cryftallifes. 

But  to  be  more  exadl,  I  have  taken  one  Pound  of 
my  refined  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar ,  and  put  four  Pound 
of  my  rectified  Spirit  of  Tartar  over  it,  and  diftilled 
it  in  a  B.  M,  it  carries  over  of  the  fixed  Salt  of  Tar- 
tar ,  about  a  quarter  of  a  pound.  In  the  Beginning 
it  appeared  in  a  liquid  Form,  which  by  and  by  pre¬ 
cipitated  and  cry fballifed  itfeif  moft  beautiful,  at  the 
Bottom  of  the  Receiver  in  the  Spirit,  as  white  as 
Snow,  of  a  prodigious  ftrong  Smell  and  moft  pene¬ 
trating  Fade,  and  is  very  agreeable.  The  remaining 
Phlegma  and  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar  in  the  Cucurbit, 
taftes  like  a  neuter  Salt,  or  a  Tartarus  Tartar  if  at  us* 
and  looies  a  great  deal  of  its  natural  Sharpnefs  and 
Fire. 

In  rectifying  my  Spirit  of  Tartar  in  B,  M.  there 
remains  a  dark  brown  Liquor  of  an  extraordinary 
Bitternefs,  though  very  agreeable;  this  bitter  Li¬ 
quor  I  have  diftilled  in  a  Retort,  and  an  empeuro- 
matick,  ora  ftrong  Tailed,  and  fire-fmelling  Phleg¬ 
ma  came  over,  and  the  Oil  like  hard  Pitch,  re¬ 
mained:  This  Liquor  will  diftblve  very  faft  the  raw 
common  Tartar^,  of  which  I  have  made  fine  Crys¬ 
tals.  If  I  put  the  Oil  of  Vitriol  to  it,  it  will  procli? 
gioufly  ferment  and  work,  but  nothing  precipitates, 
and  the  Glafs  grows  fo  hot,  that  it  is  impoflible  to  - 
hold  it  in  a  naked  Hand.  This  ffiews  that  the  Spi¬ 
rit  is  of  an  alcaline  Nature. 

If  I  diftil  my  volatile  Spirit  over  my  fixed  Salt  of 
Tartar ,  it  grows  ftrong,  and  the  Tafte  fhews,  that 
it  carries  over  fome  fixed  Salt,  and  in  the  Water  it 
finks  to  the  Bottom.  But  if  I  do  it  too  often,  the 
Spirit  grows  weaker,  becaufe  the  Spirit  remains 
with  the  fixed  Sally 
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After  I  have  diftilled  the  Spirit,  I  have  taken  the  f 
Phlegm,  and  diftolved  a  good  Quantity  of  my  vo¬ 
latile  Salt  of  Tartar  in  it  ;  of  which  fome  Ihot  out 
afterwards  in  fine  fmall  Cryftals. 

If  I  make  a  Tinbture  of  Copper  with  my  Spirit 
of  Tartar,  it  is  as  blue  as  the  fineft  Ultramarine ; 
but  if  I  take  my  Spirit  of  Tartar  diftilled,  or  coho- 
bated  from  the  Salt  of  Tartar ,  it  will  exhibit  a 
deeper  Colour,  though  it  requires  more  Time,  but 
in  few  Days  Time  it  turns  green.  This  Tinfture, 
if  I  diftil  it,  grows  very  ftrong. 

With  Oil  of  Vitriol  I  have  precipitated  this 
Tinblure  of  Copper,  and  a  Tartarus  Vitriolatus  ap¬ 
peared  with  a  reddifh  Colour  at  the  Top;  but  the 
Tartarus  Vitriolatus  Venenis  itfelf  was  of  a  bluifh  C<> 
lour,  and  of  a  very  difagreeable  Tafte. 

If  I  take  my  volatile  Salt  of  Tartar ,  and  diiTolve 
it  in  diftilled  Rain-Water,  and  put  pulverifed  com¬ 
mon  raw  Tartar  into  it,  it  difib  Ives  the  raw  Tartar 
in  a  fhort  time,  with  a  very  great  Ebullition  and 
Fermentation.  One  Part  of  it  I  evaporated,  and  the 
Cryftals  were  of  a  yellowifh  Colour,  and  of  a  very 
ftrong  oily  Tafte  and  Scent.:  The  other  part  I  dif- 
tilled  in  a  Retort,  and  a  ftrong  Spirit  came  over, 
and  a  volatile  Salt,  with  a  great  Deal  of  volatile 
Oil. 

The  Caput  Mortuum  of  my  Cryftals  of  Tartar , 
which  is  quite  black,  1  wafh,  filter,  dry,  and  cal¬ 
cine  feverai  times  over,  till  a  little  Drofs  is  left  re¬ 
maining  of  a  grey  Colour. 

I  have  taken  my  rectified  Spirit  of  Tartar ,  and 
mixed  fome  volatile  Salt  of  Tartar  with  it,  and  I 
put  of  the  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar  to  it,  about  double 
the  Quantity,  and  I  diftilled  it  in  Sand  in  a  Retort  5 
the  diftilled  Liquor  was  very  ftrong,  and  very  little 
volatile  Salt  did  come  over,  but  the  remaining 
Mafia  in  the  Retort,  when  it  was  told,  congealed 
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like  lee,  but  when  it  grew  hot,  it  melted  like  Wax ^ 
riotwithflanding  I  gave  it  a  flrong  Heat,  I  could 
not  get  the  fixed  Salt  dry  again,  but  it  continued 
flowing  in  the  Heat,  and  when  it  was  cold  it  con¬ 
gealed  again. 

It  happens  oftentimes  that  the  Retort  burfls  in 
diftilling,  before  all  the  Oil  is  over,  and  if  I  take 
my  Caput  mortuum ,  which  is  then  of  a  brownifh  Co¬ 
lour,  and  edulcorate  it,  and  put  it  in  a  earthen  Pan 
over  a  Sand-Heat;  after  I  have  evaporated  the  Wa¬ 
ter,  the  remaining  Oil  with  the  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar , 
will  flow  like  Water  in  a  moderate  Fire,  and  after  it 
is  cooled,  it  will  grow  as  hard  as  Pitch;  this  fhews 
of  what  Natfire  this  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar  is,  and  I 
cannot  calcine  it,  but  with  a  very  firong  open  Fire. 

I  have  taken  unflack’d  Lime,  and  put  my  recti¬ 
fied  Spirit  of  Tartar  over  it,  and  diftilled  it*,  the 
Spirit  was  very  ftrong,  and  with  it  a  great  Quantity 
C>f  the  Salt  of  Lime  came  over,  and  after  it  was  fet¬ 
tled,  it  was  of  a  fiender  long  Form,  which  in  time 
difTolved  itfelf  without  doing  any  thing  to  it,  and 
By  and  by  very  curious  Cryflals  appeared  like  Slate, 
Handing  upright,  and  the  Top  cut  exadtly  fquare. 

The  foliated  Tartar ,  or  Sal  diureticus ,  made  with 
right  Vinegar  di  (tilled,  and  with  my  fixed  Salt  of 
Tartar,  is  very  white. 

There  are  four  Sorts  of  Calcination  of  the  Tartar ; 
But  I  have  only  made  Experiments  with  the  fixed 
Salt  of  Tartar,  drawn  from  the  Caput  mortuum ,  after 
the  Diflillati.on  of  my  refined  Cryflals. 

The  extracted  fixed  Salt  I  evaporate,  cryftallize, 
and  calcine  feveral  times,  but  moderately  ;  and  it 
then  appears  whiter  than  Snow.  The  Cryflals  are 
like  fine' Sugar- candy. 

I  have  wafhecl,  evaporated,  and  cryflallized  the 
£aput  Mortuum ,  and*  the  Cryflals  have  been  quite 
j»*o wn5  *  which  depends  from  the-  remaining  Oik  I 
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found  a 'great  deal  of  Difficulty,-  in  making- m? 
fixed  Salt  of  Tartar,  being  fo  eafily  difTolvable,  and 
retaining  fo  ftrong  the  Water,  that  it  was  with  the 
ucm oft  Pains  and  Trouble,  1  could  fufficiently  eva* 
porate  the  Liquor.  1 

I  have  diftiiled  the  Caput  nwrtuum  a  fecond  time, 
which  I  had  not  diftiiled  too  much  at  firft,  and, 
I  got  a  good  Quantity  of  weak  Spirit,  fome  Oil, 
but  no  volatile  Salt. 

Thefe  Cryftals,  expofed  to  the  Air,  diffolve  very 
quickly. 

My  fixed  Salt  is  fo  extremely  penetrating,  if  I 
evaporate  it,  as  to  run  very  iaft  thro’  the  Pores  of 
any  common  white,  or  brown  Staffordshire Bafon, 
I  ufed  formerly  in  this  Bufmefs  right  China  Bafons ; 
and  then,  if  I  dried  it  to  any  high  Degree,  and  did 
not  keep  it  ftirring  continually,  it  would  take  away 
all  the  Luftre  and  Polifh  of  the  China,  even  eat 
Holes  thro’  it,  and  burft  it  in  Pieces.  This  led  me 
to  make  Trial  of  right  London  Stone  Bafons  ;  and  I 
find  they  anfwer  very  well. 

If  I  evaporate  my  fixed  Salt  of  Lartar ,  it  will 
fhoot  on  moft  admirable  like  Cryftals,  or  Niter, 
which  will  melt  like  Wax  in  a  moderate  Heat*,  and 
turn  into  Water,  if  I  let  it  ftay  for  fome  Time  in  the 
open  Air.  I  have  found  a  great  deal  of  Trouble  in. 
evaporating  and  calcining  it.  In  calcining,  it  will 
melt  and  boil  prodigioufly,  and  hifs  for  a  confider- 
able  Time,  and  throw  up  all  the  unclean  Parts  to 
the  Top,  and  continue  it,  till  it  is  four  or  five  times 
calcined ;  and  the  Bottom  will  be  admirably  white, 
with  a  little  Caft  of  the  blue:  And  unlefs  great  Care 
be  taken  in  calcining,  it  will  form  a  Cruft,  if  it  is 
not  ftirr’d  often,  and  in  a  little  Time,  the  remaining 
Liquid  in  the  Middle  will  force  its  Way,  with  great 
Violence,  to  the  imminent  Danger  of  the  Operator, 
as  I  can  witnefs ;  and  the  Liquid  itfelf  is  lo  e%~ 
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tremely  piercing,  that  it  will  certainly  penetrate 
and  burft  any  Crucible,  the  fecond,  if  not  the  firfl 
Time,  of  ufing  it.  If  I  diffolve  it  in  Rain-Water* 
it  will  grow  fo  hot,  that  I  can  fcarce  hold  the  Veffel 
in  my  Hand. 

If  I  take  my  Oleum  Hart  art  per  deliqutum ,  and  put: 
it  over  my  refined  Cryftals  of  Hartar  ^  it  makes  ai 
prodigious  Fermentation,  and  makes  admirable: 
Hart  arum  tartarifatum ,  or  H art  arum  folubilem. 

I  always  take  care  not  to  calcine  it  to  any  Excefs* , 
otherwife  it  will  melt,  and  it  will  be  of  a  fine  FJeflii 
or  Rofe-Colour.  If  I  let  it  diffolve  in  the  Air  (as 
I  always  do  to  make  my  Oleum  per  deliquiumd)  and 
filter  it,  the  Liquor  will  be  of  a  fine  Sky-blue ;  and 
the  oftener  it  is  calcined  and  diffolved,  the  brighter 
will  the  Colour  be. 

After  I  have  melted  my  fixed  Salt  of  Hartar  for 
about  four  Hours  in  a  ftrong  Fire,  which  made  it 
flow  like  Water,  and  as  red  as  Blood,  I  diffolve  it  in 
the  Air,  which  makes  it  yellowifh,  and  by  putting 
the  Oil  of  Vitriol  to  it,  I  make  Hart  arum  Vitriola- 
tum ,  but  in  making  it,  the  Smell  is  mofl  intolerably 
fulphurous,  and  like  rotten  Eggs. 

I  have  taken  common  Vitriolum  Martis ,  and  put  a 
fufficient  Quantity  of  my  fixed  Salt  of  Hartar ,  diffol- 
ved  in  the  Air,  to  it,  which  turned  the  Vitriolum  , 
Martis  with  a  great  Ebullition  in  a  thick  Liquor 
like  Cheefe,  which  afterwards  I  put  in  a  Filter,  and 
poured  well  fettled  Rain-Water  over  it,  to  edulco¬ 
rate  it,  to  get  all  the  Salt  out,  which  I  evaporated, 
and  got  a  very  fine  cryflallifed  Salt  of  a  yellowifh 
Colour,  of  a  bitterifh,  not  unpleafant  Tafte,  but 
nothing  of  the  Iron  Tafte.  The  Remnant  in  the 
Filter,  after  been  dried,  was  of  a  reddifh  Colour  and 
a  fine  Sulphur. 

If  I  calcine  white  Pipels  one  Part,  with  my  fixed 
Salt  of  Hartar  two  Parts,  they  will  diffolve  in  the 
Air.  ;  ;  i 
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•  ‘  I  have  diddled  this  Liquor  from  my  fixed  Salt  of 
Tartar ,  and  put  my  volatile  Salt  of  Tartar  to  it :  It 
occafioned  a  gentle  Fermentation,  but  difTolved  a 
great  Quantity  of  the  volatile  Salt;  of  which  after¬ 
wards  fame  crydaliized  itfelf  very  beautifully  at  the 
Bottom  of  the  Glafs. 

Having  cohobated  redify’d  Spirit  of  Wine  over 
my  fixed  Salt,  both  united,  and  formed  the  Ap¬ 
pearance  of  fine  Cryftals.  I  found  the  infide  of  the 
Glafs  Retort  quite  corroded,  and  the  Glofs  all  gone^ 
as  in  rough-ground  Glafs;  and  if  I  attempted  to  difi- 
til  it  over  again  in  the  lame  Glafs  Retort,  it  always 
burfc  it,  tore  it  in  Pieces,  or  difTolved  it,  if  I  only 
gave  a  gentle  Heat;  and  1  was  obliged  to  wafli  the 
bait  out  of  the  Sand,  to  Litre,  evaporate,  and  cal¬ 
cine  it  feveral  times  over,  to  get  it  clean  again, 

Curiofity  led  me  once  to  difToive  fonie  Gold  in 
Aqua  Regis ,  in  a  little  Glafs  Retort.  I  precipitated 
it  with  my  fixed  Salt  of  Tartars  and  put  fome  Spirit 
of  Wine  to  it  afterwards,  by  little  and  little;  but  in 
d  Minute’s  time  it  blazed  out  of  the  Retort,  as  red 
as  Blood,  with  a  great  and  furprifing  Force,  about 
a  Yard  and  a  half  Didance.  It  grew  fiery  hot* 
and  had  I  not  opened  the  Door  that  Inftarn,  I  mud 
have  been  fufifocated. 


I  once  took  fome  of  my  Salt  of  Tartar  which  I 
had  wafhed  cut  of  the  Sand,  GY,  and  calcined  it* 


when,  to  my  great  Surprize,  I  found  the  Topr  of  it 
mod  beautifully  gilt.  I  fhewed  it  to  a  particular 
Friend  of  mine;  but  as  the  Salt  of  Tartar  difTolved* 
the  Gilding  dilappeared. 

I  have  taken  fome  well  depurated  fixed  Salt  of 
Tartar ,  put  Tome  Phlegma  of  my  fine  rectified  Spi<* 
rit  of  Tartar ,  with  fome  of  my  volatile  Salt  of  Tar¬ 


tar  to  it,  and  diddled  it  in  B.  M .  The  fi 
fubfiding  at  the  Bottom  of  the  Receiver, 
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fiery  and  fharp,  that  a  very  little  of  it  took  the  Skin 
off  from  my  Tongue  in  an  Inftant. 

In  making  the  "Tartarus  Vitriolatus ,  I  put  a  Still- 
Head  with  a  Hole  in  the  Top  and  a  Glafs-Stopper, 
and  put  a  Receiver  to  it,  I  got  a  weak  four  Spirit 
through  the  Fermentation  :  But  if  any  body  will 
make  fuch  Experiment,  let  the  Glades  be  ftrong 
and  large,  and  the  Glafs-Stopper  not  fad;  fcrewed 
into  the  Still-Head,  and  give  it  often  Vent,  other- 
wife  he  will  have  the  Glades  about  his  Ears. 

If  I  diffolve  my  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar  in  making 
Tartarus  Vitriolatus ,  in  Rain-Water,  and  put  it 
againft  a  gentle  Fire,  little  Excredfences  exadtly  like 
Grapes  will  grow  out  of  it but  if  I  take  common 
"Water,  it  will  not  do  it. 

The  refined  Salt  Ammoniac  will  fublime  my 
fixed  Salt  of  Tartar ,  and  make  a  dne  Sublimate, 
which  diffolves  itfelf  into  Water  through  the  Air. 

I  have  taken  of  my  refin’d  Salt  of  Tartar ,  evapo¬ 
rated  it  in  an  Iron  Pot,  and  put  it  in  a  Crucible  in  a 
drong  Fire  in  a  melting  Furnace,  of  which  remain’d 
about  half  the  Quantity,  keeping  it  in  a  drong 
melting  Fire  for  about  four  or  five  Hours,  it  was 
of  a  blood  red  Colour,  duelled  like  Gunpowder  or 
Brimflone,  and  turned  black  afterwards.  I  put 
rectified  Spirit  of  Wine  to  it,  and  I  got  a  fine  Tinc¬ 
ture,  which  I  diddled,  and  at  the  Bottom  remained 
a  Mafs  of  a  red  Colour. 
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CHAP.  II. 


‘The  Ufe  of  my  Tartar. 

WHATEVER  I  have  written  concerning 
Tartar,  or  Argot,  has  been  from  my  own 
Experience  and  Labour,  without  the  Afliftance  of 
any  Author,  or  copying  any  Thing  from  them  : 
Had  that  been  the  Cafe,  I  would  ingenuoufly  have 
own’d  it;  and  indeed,  to  fpeak  my  Mind,  i  could 
have  been  glad  and  very  happy  to  have  met  with 
fuch  Afliflance. 

As  it  is,  I  fhall  juft  let  down  my  own  Experience 
and  Obfervations.  The  few  Cafes  I  lhall  make 
mention  of,  are  not  fiftitious,  but  real  ones ;  and 
the  People’s  Names,  and  Places  of  Abode,  I  could 
eafily  have  added,  if  there  were  a  Neceffity  for  it. 

Tho’  I  have  not  written  in  a  pompous  Manner, 
and  with  an  Elegance  of  Stile,  yet  the  candid  and 
indulgent  Reader  I  hope  will  excufe  it,  fince  I  have 
afferted  nothing  but  the  Truth,  and  fhall  fo  con¬ 
tinue  to  do.  Prom  fame  People  I  lhall  obtain  a 
good  Report ;  from  others,  and  perhaps  from  my 
own  Faculty,  thro’  Self-intereft,  or  Envy,  or  Ig¬ 
norance,  perhaps,  (as  I  am  molt  fure  of)  a  different 
one:  The  former  I  thank,  the  latter  I  hope  I  fhall 
not  need  to  fear.  V tritas  omnia  vincit. 

My  volatile  Salt,  Spirit,  and  Oil  of  Tartar ,  are 
very  powerful ;  and  what  thefe  will  not  move,  I 
believe  few  other  Medicines  will. 

They  are  alfo  gentle  and  agreeable  to  the  human 
Eody  j  whereas  ftrong  and  violent  Medicines,  and 
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the  common  mineral  and  metallic  Preparations, 
particularly  if  they  are  not  well  prepared,  frequently 
11  rain  the  tender  Frame  of  our  Bodies  to  fo  great  a 
Degree9  as  many  times  to  endanger  the  Patient’s 
Life,  *  .  * 

My  fixed  Salt  is  of  very  great  Virtue  in  corred- 
jng  fuch  Medicines  as  are  prepared  from  Minerals, 
and  Metals.  It  makes  the  Decodions  and  Infufions 
of  the  Vegetables  a  great  deal  more  efficacious  and 
powerful.  . 

The  more  pure  a  Medicine  is  prepared,  the 
greater  Efficacy,  Power,  and  Penetration,  it  pof- 
Jefies. 

I  have  redified  my  volatile  Spirit,  and  thereby 
fublimed  a  great  Quantity  of  volatile  Salt  into  the 
Head  of  the  Alembick.  When  the  Mouth  was  not 
large  enough,  it  put  me  to  a  confiderable  Inconveni¬ 
ence,  The  Oil  which  remains  in  the  Spirit,  grows 
hard,  and", {ticks  to  the  Sides  of  the  Cucurbit.  There 
remains  in  the  Cucurbit,  after  the  Rectification,  a 
dark  brown  Liquor,  very  bitter,  and  is  a  moft  ad¬ 
mirable  ftomachick  and  (Lengthening  Medicine 
in  many  Cafes,  and  I  have  ufed  it  with  unexpected 
and  very  great  Succefs.  If  1  redify  my  Spirit  too 
often  over  my  fixed  Salt  o {Tartar,  it  grows  confi¬ 
derable  weaker,  becaufe  the  fixed  Salt  of  my  Argot , 
retains  a  great  Deal  of  the  fubtle  and  volatile  Parts, 
This  I  redified  in  B.  M.  upon  which,  more  Spirit, 
but  not  very  Arons;,  came  over,  and  the  Oil  re- 
mained,  This  Remainder  of  the  Spirit  of  Tartar , 
I  have  taken  and  rectified,  again,  by  cohobating  it 
upon  the  Caput  mortuum  of  my  Cryflals,  or  fixed 
Salt,  ahd  it  grew  very  Arong. 

I  don’t  remember  ever  to  have  fmelt  any  thing 
like  my  volatile  Spirit  ;  and  I  know  not  with  what 
|  can  compare  it;  It  retains  a  little  Scent  of  the 
4  Oil, 
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Oil,  which  gives  it  fomething  of  the  Odour  of  Spi¬ 
rit  of  Hartfhorn. 

The  volatile  Salt  has  almoft  the  fame  Smell. 

And  tho*  no  Medicines  are  more  labile  and  pe¬ 
netrating  than  my  volatile  Salt,  Spirit,  and  Oil  of 
Tartar,  yet  I  never  obferved  that  they  excited  any 
feverifh  Heats,  or  produced  any  ill  Confequences, 
To  be  better  allured  what  effects  thefe  Medicines 
would  produce,  I  feldom  or  never  give  any  others, 
or  mix  them  with  others,  at  the  fame  time;  but  it 
I  do  give  any  thing  elle,  it  is  only  a  gentle  and 
proper  Diet-drink,  or  a  little  laxative  Phyfick. 
The  molt  Part  of  the  belt  Medicines  are  often 
mixed  with  others,  and  often  with  contrary  Drugs, 
and  then  how  is  it  pofiible  to  know,  what  Effebf  a 
Medicine  has,  if  it  is  mixed  with  many  others?  We 
can  expebt  but  very  little  Good  from  great  Cotnpo- 
fitions  and  Mixtures  of  many  Drugs. 

As  the  moil  Part  of  Diftempers  have  their  Be¬ 
ginning  in  the  Scurvy,  and  from  Obftrubtions,  more 
or  lefs,  in  fome  Part  or  other  of  the  Body ;  fo  my 
refined  Cryftals  of  Tartar,  and  the  Preparations 
therof  are  the  more  efficacious,  as  they  do  mod  ef¬ 
fectually  open  Obftrubtions  in  the  feveral  Parts  of 
the  Body,  and  give  furprifing  Relief  in  many  obfti- 
nate  Cafes.  And  as  they  are  of  a  penetrating  Na¬ 
ture,  they  open,  abforb,  difperfe  and  diffolve  the 
thick,  (limy,  fcorbutic,  (harp  and  vifcid  Humours 
in  the  Stomach,  Nerves,  Bowels,  and  other  Parts  of 
the  Body,  and  moft  commonly  carries  them  off  by 
Sweat,  Urine,  Wind  and  Stool;  and  by  thefe 
Means  the  Obftrubtions  of  the  Bowels,  or  Vijcera ,  ' 
and  inner  Parts,  and  of  the  Nerves  themfelves,  are 
opened  and  removed  without  any  Violence,  Dilace¬ 
ration  or  Danger.  If  the  Nerves  had  not  hollow 
Fibres,  or  cellular  Tubes,  containing  a  fpiritous 
Liquor,  my  Medicines  could  not  have  fuch  power- 
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fid  Effect  in  nervous  Diftempers.  And  in  my 
Cryftals,  the  Spirit,  Oil,  volatile  Salt,  and  fixed 
Salt  are  contained  in  the  natural  Temperament  and 
Order,  and  the  Warmth  and  Humidity  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  as  the  bed:  and  the  greateft  Laboratory,  can 
eafily  diffoive  them,  that  they  acquire  a  mod:  pene¬ 
trating  Power. 

I  have  obierved  that  the  Urine  of  the  Patients, 
to  whom  I  have  given  my  refined  Cryftals  of  Tar¬ 
tar ,  is  lenfibly  impregnated  with  it,  that  you  may 
fee  the  Tartar  lb  1  pended  like  fine  white  Cryftals, 
and  adhere  to  the  Sides  of  the  Glafs,  and  among 
the  Sediment,  particularly  if  you  fet  it  in  the  Sun, 
you  may  fee  the  fine  Cryftals  fwim  about,  and  glit¬ 
ter  like  little  Diamonds. 

My  Chalybeat  Tartar  has  done  me  very  great 
Service  in  chronical  Diftempers.  The  Tafte  of  the 
Steel  is  very  itrong  in  it,  and  has  more  Power  than 
any  Chalybeat  Water,  if  it  is  rightly  and  properly 
ufed. 

I  have  made  a  Tartarum  tartarifatum  with  my  re¬ 
fined  Cry  dais,  and  my  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar. 

My  volatile  Salt  of  Tartar  not  rectify’d,  if  dififol- 
ved  in  Rain-Water  didilled,  fmells  a  little  like  Spi¬ 
rits  of  Hartfhorn,  and  is  of  a  yellowifh  Colour;  but 
if  I  didil  it,  it  grows  quite  white,  and  its  Scent  goes 
off  a  little,  which  both  depend  upon  the  Oil;  Rut 
it  loofes  a  great  Deal  of  its  Virtue. 

Of  my  refined  Cryftals  of  Tartar ,  I  have  given 
from  ten  to  fixty  Grains  in  feveral  Diftempers,  as 
the  Head-Ach,  in  ftrong  Fits  and  Convulftons, 
and  Falling-Sicknefs,  in  Children  and  grown  Peo¬ 
ple,  and  have  with  great  Surprize  leen  the  good 
efifedts  of  it.  They  remove  the  watry  Gripes  effec¬ 
tually  in  Children. 

A  Woman  in  St.  James's  Market  fell  in  Labour 
about  Three  Weeks  before  her  Time,  by  the  Fright 
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of  the  lad  Earthquake:  The  ChikLwas  horn  with 
the  Yellow  Jaundice,  and  with  ftrong  Fits.  The 
Yellow  Jaundice  I  foon  removed.  In  Fourteen 
Weeks  time  the  Child  had  not  a  Quarter  of  an 
Hour’s  Reft  from  the  Convulfions,  fo  that  the 
Nurfe,  who  lived  in  the  Country,  could  keep  it  no 
longer. 

I  had  applied  feveral  Medicines  before,  but  with¬ 
out  the  leaft  Effect  j  and  for  that  Reafon  I  gave  the 
Child  Ten  or  Twelve  Grains  of  my  refin’d  CryftaJs 
every  Two  or  Three  Hours,  with  fome  Liquid; 
and  the  fecond  Dofe  ftopt  the  Fits. 

The  Child  lived  about  Three  Quarters  of  a  Year 
afterwards  without  any  Returns;  but  the  violent 
Fits  had  certainly  affedled  its  Brain.  Not  having 
before  one  Tooth,  they  fhot  into  the  Gums  all  at 
once,  and  haften’d  his  Death. 

Milk  I  know  is,  by  many,  reckon’d  the  heft  and 
molt  natural  Food  for  Children,  but  for  my  own 
part  I  cannot  entirely  agree  with  thofe  who  think 
fo.  Children  are  often  attacked  after  three  or  four 
Months  old,  with  violent  Vomiting,  Purging,  and 
ftrong  Fits,  and  Convulfions,  fometimes  through 
their  Teeth,  but  a  great  deal  oftener  through  the 
Bread,  or  Cow- Milk  coagulating,  and  curdling  in 
their  Stomach.  The  Mothers  and  Nurfes  are  diffi¬ 
cult  to  be  perfuaded,  that  it  is  occafio'ned  by  the 
Milk,  notwithftanding  that  the  poor  Infants  grow 
worfe,  but  they  cram  them  as  long  as  they  can,  and 
by  that  means  many  thoufands  of  Children  are  fa- 
criflced  and  loft.  Common  Pap,  or  Paneda  is  a 
great  deal  better,  or  mixed  now  and  them  with  weak 
Broth  without  Fat.  I  have  cured  a  great  many 
Children  of  Fits  and  Convulfions,  with  my  refined 
Cryftals  of  ! Tartar ,  but  I  always  flopped  the  Lie  of 
Milk,  and  after  they  were  cured,  the  Mother  or 
Nurfe  would  fometimes  try  the  Milk  again,  but  was 
foon  obliged  to  defift,  A 


A  Man  in  the  Country,  about  40,  Was  feized 
with  Corivulfion  Fits  many  times  in  a  Day,  which 
frequently  laAed  about  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour,  oc- 
cafioned  by  hard  Drinking.

He  began  to  grow  fo  well,  that  he  only  had  a  flight 
Touch  of  them  in  Twenty-four  Flours  time;  but 
finding  himfelf  grow  better,  and  being  tired  of  li¬ 
ving  foberly,  he  fell  to  drinking  again,  whereupon 
his  Fits  returned :  But  as  he  would  not  be  prevailed 
with  to  refrain  from  Drinking,  I  pofitively  refufed 
to  have  any  thing  more  to  do  with  him. 

A  Gentlewoman  of  about  30,  was  taken  with 
prodigious  Arong  Fits,  and  lay  in  a  miferable  Con¬ 
dition.  1  was  obliged  to  open  her  Mouth  with  a 
Silver  Spoon,  and  forced  one  Dofe  of  my  refined 
CryAals  of  Tartar  down  her  Throat  with  Water 
every  Hour :  After  which  I  had  the  Satisfa&ion  to 
iee  her  perfectly  recover  in  a  little  Time. 

I  have  had  feveral  Cafes  of  Fits  and  Convulfions 
of  many  Years  Aanding,  and  alfo  in  HyAerica!  and 
Hypochondriacal  and  Melancholic  Diforders,  which 
have  been  cured  by  my  refined  CryAals  of  Tartar. 

An  ingenious  Painter  was  fome  Years  ago  very 
much  afflidted  with  the  Flip,  or  Malo  Hypochondria 
aco,  and  it  returned  again  lately  very  violently  ;  I 
gave  hum  of  my  refined  CryAals  of  Tartar ,  and  in  a 
lew  Days  time,  he  perfectly  recovered  again.  He 
takes  now  and  then  of  my  Chalybeat  Tartar. 

A  Gentleman  of  my  Acquaintance  has  had  the 
Head-Ach  from  a  Child,  very  often  moA  violent, 
and  particularly,  being  a  Man  grown,  if  he  had  fret- 
ed  at  any  Thing,  he  had  it  the  next  Day  moA  pro- 
digioufly,  lometimes  for  twelve,  ibmetimes  for 
twenty-four  Flours.  It  would  a!  mo  A  take  away  his 
Eye-Sight,  and  the  Iris  was  as  if  it  was  convulfed ; 
my  refined  CryAals  of  Tartar  relieved  him  in  few 
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Hours  time,  becaufe  it  is  a  powerful  Precipitans  and 
Abforbens  ^  and  if  I  give  it  in  a  large  Dole  it  will 
procure  moft  commonly,  two  or  three  gentle 
Stools,  and  drives  out  the  Wind  and  Urine, 

My  Tartarus  Vitriolatus  I  have  found  very  often 
to  be  moft  admirable  in  thefe  Cafes  and  others,  as  I 
have  try’d  it  myfelf  very  often. 

I  think  an  Inventor  of  a  good  Medicine  fhould 
try  it  upon  himfelf,  if  he  has  an  Opportunity,  upon 
his  own  Body,  as  I  have  done  aim  oft  with  every 
one  of  my  Preparations,  as  long  as  I  was  affured, 
that  they  were  not  hurtful,  but  beneficial. 

I  have  had  feveral  young  Ladies,  who  about  a 
certain  Time  were  prodigicufiy  affiicled  with  Cho- 
lics,  Headachs,  Vomitings,  -propter  menfes  non  refit 
'fluent es .  But  with  my  refined  Cryftals,  and  volatile 
Salt  of  Tartar ,  and  feme  balfamic  Pills,  I  have  eh- 
tirely  relieved  them. 

My  Chalybeat  Tartar ,  or  Tartarus  Martialis ,  I 
have  found  admirable  in  Malo  hypochondriaco, 
nervous  Diftempers,  in  weak  and  windy  Stomachs, 
Obftrudion  of  the  Liver,  Milch,  and  meferaik 
Veftels,  in  Cohvuifions,  and  in  the  Falling  Sicknefs, 
or  Epilepfy,  particularly  with  a  proper  Diet,  and 
fufficient  Exercife.  I  do  not  believe  there  is  any 
Mineral,  or  Chalybeat  Water,  of  a  ftronger  Tafte, 
and  more  Virtue. 

A  Gentleman  of  about  *o,  was  affli: fted  with  the 
Falling-Sicknefs,  or  Epilepfy,  from  his  15th  Year-, 
No  Expences  were  fpared  for  his  Cure,  but  without 
any  Relief.  I  gave  him  firft  my  refined  Cryftals  of 
Tartar ,  and  afterwards  my  Chalybeat  Tartar ,  with, 
my  Spirit  of  Tartar ,  drawn  or  di (lifted  from  the 
Copper,  and  now  and  then  a  Dole  of  my  Tartarus 
Vitriolatus ,  and  bleeding  in  the  Foot,  and  Cold  Bath, 
He  was  very  much  troubled  with  Cauftivenefs,  and 
was  of  a  pale,  or  wan  Colour,  and  of  a  lean  Com- 
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plexion.  I  have,  thank  God,  relieved  him  of  this 
dreadful  and  long  flanding  Diftemper,  by  continu¬ 
ing  my  Medicines  a  good  while,  and  he  is  grown 
fat,  and  of  a  florid  Colour.  If  he  eat  or  drank  too 
much,  or  his  Stomach  was  very  foul,  it  would 
bring  on  a  very  flight  Fit,  perhaps  two  or  three  in 
one  Year,  but  he  had  them  before  very  often,  very 
long,  and  fevere,  and  twice  after  hard  Drinking,  he 
vomited  a  good  Deal  of  Blood,  and  had  two  flight 
Fits.  The  bitter  Remanentz  of  my  Spirit  of  Tartar 
did  do  him  a  great  Deal  of  Service,  as  he  had  a 
weak  Stomach,  &c. 

Chronical  Diftempers  cannot  be  cured  in  a  Hur¬ 
ry,  or  in  a  little  Time,  and  without  a  proper  Diet 
and  Regimen. 

My  volatile  Salt  of  Tartar  is  a  powerful  nervous 
and  antifcorbutic  Medicine,  very  ftrengthening  and 
penetrating-,  which  every  fkilful  Chymift  will  ac¬ 
knowledge.  I  always  diflfolve  it  in  diftilled  Rain- 
W  ater. 

A  Gentlewoman  nearly  related  to  me,  of  about 
45  or  46  Years  old,  was  luddenly  feized  with  Me¬ 
lancholy,  and  confulting  a  great  Phyflcian  and  a 
worthy  Friend  of  mine,  he  honeftly  and  ingenioufly 
advifed  me  after  bleeding,  vomiting,  £sfc.  to  ufe  my 
own  Preparations  of  the  Tartar ,  and  according  to 
his  Directions,  with  the  Afiiftance  of  the  Almighty, 
in  a  fhort  Time  fhe  was  relieved  and  cured  of  this 
dreadful  and  truly  melancholy  Cafe. 

A  young  Man  from  Wales ,  about  20  Years  old, 
going  to  live  at  Cambridge ,  had  a  Gutta  ferena ,  and 
was  lb  intirely  blind  for  about  Six  Months,  that  he 
could  not  fee  the  Sun  at  Noon-day,  nor  a  Candle 
before  his  Eyes,  &Y  He  came  to  Town,  and  lodged 
with  a  Relation  in  Great- Rujfel- ftreet.  He  had  taken 
a  great  many  Medicines  from  other  People,  but  jn 
vain,  and  rather  grew  worfe.  After  he  had  been 
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blooded,  purged,  and  vomited,  I  gave  him  between 
50  and  60  Drops,  or  a  Tea-fpoonful,  of  my  volatile 
Salt  of  ‘Tartar  diflolved  in  diftiiled  Rain-Water, 
four  times  a  Day,  in  loft  Water,  with  a  Diet-Drink, 
and  an  Herb-fnuff.  He  recover’d  fo  well,  that  he 
could  pick  up  a  Straw,  or  a  Pin,  from  the  Ground, 
and  walked  home  with  a  great  Deal  of  Joy 

The  common  Opinion  prevails  amongd  molt 
Nations,  that  it  is  good  for  the  Patient’s  Eyes,  to  be 
blind  in  the  Small- Pox.  I  hope,  the  gentle  Reader 
will  excufe  this  Digrefiion.  It  is  certainly  a  mod 
Ihocking  and  lamentable  Sight,  to  fee  fo  many  poor 
and  unhappy  blind  People  every  where,  which 
could  have  been  eafily  prevented,  by  applying  con¬ 
tinually,  if  awake,  a  proper  cooling  Eye-Water, 
before  the  Small-Pox  appears,  or  as  foon  as  there  is 
the  lead  Midruft  thereof,  and  to  wafh  the  Eyes  and 
the  Eye  Lids  with  it  continually,  and  dip  fine  Rags 
in  it,  and  put,  or  bind  them  gently  upon  the  Eye- 
Lids,  and  when  they  are  dry,  to  wet  them  again,  (sV. 

In  chronical  Pains  in  the  Head  and  Stomach,  in 
fainting  Fits,  Obftru&ions  in  Women,  and  in  the 
Scurvy,  it  has  done  great  Service. 

A  young  Gentlewoman  was  many  Years  afflicted 
with  a  prodigious  and  continual  Head-ach,  which 
aimed  dupefied  her;  but,  by  giving  her  my  vola¬ 
tile  Salt  difiolved  in  Ran-Water,  Three  or  Four 
times  in  a  Day,  a  Tea-fpoonful  at  a  time,  fhe  reco¬ 
vered,  and  enjoyed  good  Health  afterwards 

A  young  Man  had  been  affli&ed  wdh  frequent 
and  violent  Pains  of  the  Head,  for  near  eighteen 
Years:  He  had  taken  Abundance  of  Preparations, 
but  all  to  no  Purpofe.  I  then  gave  him  the  afore- 
laid  Medicine,  by  which  he  obtained  a  Cure,  hav¬ 
ing  feldom  or  never  had  the  Head-ach  fince;  unlefs 
he  be  difordered  by  Drinking,  and  then  he  has  had 
a  flight  Return. 
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A  Woman  about  30,  whofe  Family  was  affli&ed 
with  the  Gout,  had  the  Headach  to  a  violent  De¬ 
gree,  for  a  great  while,  and  had  ufed  many  Medi¬ 
cines,  but  to  no  Purpofe :  I  gave  her  my  volatile 
Salt  diffolved  in  Rain-Water,  and  in  a  few  Days 
time,  to  her  great  Joy,  fhe  was  intirely  well. 

A  married  Woman  complained  of  continual 
Pains  in  her  Stomach  and  Head  ;  but  by  ufing  my 
volatile  Salt  for  fome  time,  fhe  perfectly  recovered. 

I  have  had  fome  People  with  the  Scurvy,  which 
broke  out  like  the  Leprofy,  and  like  white  Scales 
of  Fifhes  in  their  Hands,  and  in  other  Places  of  their 
Bodies,  and  fome  hrd  their  Hands  as  raw,  as  a  Piece 
of  Beef.  I  have  given  them  my  volatile  Salt  of 
T art  air  diffolved  in  diddled  Rain-Water  three  or 
four  Times  in  a  Day  with  a  proper  Regimen  and 
Diet-Drink,  and  1  have  cured  them.  This  trouble- 
fome,  and  often  dangerous  Diftemper  is  very  diffi¬ 
cult  to  cure,  becaufe  very  few  People  will  keep  a 
proper  Diet,  and  live  reafonable  and  regularly. 

Some  Patients  I  have  had  with  the  Scurvy  in 
their  Stomachs,  which  have  found  the  fame  Benefit 
by  this  Medicament,  and  with  my  other  Prepara¬ 
tions  of  my  Tartar. 

The  Scurvy  is  the  Foundation  of  the  mod  Part 
of  the  D; (tempers  in  our  Northern  Countries,  and 
produces  mod  furprifmg  Symptoms,  and  often  in¬ 
curable  Difeafes  ;  yet  I  have  found,  that  nothing 
has  relieved  more  this  Didemper  than  the  Prepara¬ 
tions  of  my  Tartar ,  by  virtue  of  their  gentle,  pene¬ 
trating,  attenuating,  volatile  and  balfamic  Qualities, 
If  you  remove  the  Cafe,  you  will  remove  the  Effect. 
All  violent  Medicaments  and  Evacuations  are  dan¬ 
gerous,  and  often  fatal. 

A  Woman  in  Long- Acre  had  fcorbutical  Erup¬ 
tions  to  a  great  Degree,  all  over  her  Body  in  red 
Spots:  Her  Right-arm,  from  her  Elbow  to  her 
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Wriflr,  was  (welled  almoft  as  big  as  a  Man’s  Thigh, 
and  had  a  vaft  Number  of  Holes  in  it,  big  enough 
to  contain  Peas:  Her  Fingers  were  much  fwelled; 
and  (he  was  in  excefiive  Pain  Night  and  Day.  She 
had  been  falivated,  but  grew  worfe  inftead  of  better. 
For  her  Arm  I  ordered  a  common  Poultice,  and 
gave  her  my  volatile  Salt  dififolved  in  Rain-Water 
diftiiled,  four  or  five  Times  in  a  Day,  a  Tea-fpoon- 
ful  at  a  time ;  and  in  a  (hort  I  ime  her  Health  was 
reitored. 

A  Gentleman  of  about  36,  had  lived  a  pretty 
diforderly  Life  formerly,  he  got  a  Kind  of  Leprofy, 
which  I  believe  is  a  Sort  of  the  Scurvy,  in  both  his 
Hands,  as  white  as  Chalk,  and  it  began  to  appear 
in  feme  other  Parts  of  his  Body  *,  1  gave  him  my 
dififolved  volatile  Salt  of  Tartar,  and  in  a  very  little 
Time  I  recovered  him  entirely. 

A  Gentlewoman  of  about  37  or  38,  had  the 
Scurvy,  and  it  broke  out  in  her  Face  as  black  as 
Ink,  it  covered  ail  her  Nofe,  a  part  of  her  Fore¬ 
head,  Cheeks  and  Chin,  and  her  Face  looked  like  a 
Mafk.  I  gave  her  my  volatile  Sait  of  Tartar ,  a 
Diet  Drink,  and  now  and  then  my  fixed  Salt  of 
Tartar ,  and  I  cured  her  perfectly. 

With  this  volatile  Salt,  I  have  cured  inveterate 
Poxes,  of  a  very  long  (landing. 

By  what  I  have  l'een  a»d  obferved  in  Coniump- 
tions,  I  believe,  if  the  Patients  are  not  too  far  gone, 
they  may  be  cured  by  this  volatile  Salt  dififolved  in 
Rain- Water  diddled,  and  by  getting  into  the  Air  at 
the  fame  time,  and  ufing  a  proper  Diet  and  Exer- 
cife,  as  I  have  experienced  in  feveral  confumptive 
Patients.  This  Diftemper  is  frequently  fymptoma- 
tical.  Milk  is  oftentimes  ufed  improperly.  With 
this  Medicine,  as  it  is  a  gentle  Aperient,  it  refolves 
the  Vifcidity  and  Sharpnefs  of  the  Fluids,  and  re- 
ftores  the  Elailicity  of  the  Fibres.  I  have  often 
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.•  effectually  cured  the  Confumption,  by  correcting 
the  Blood,  ftrengtbening  the  Stomach  and  Nerves, 
removing  Gbftru&ions  of  the  Vifcera,  Scurvy,  (Ac. 
I  have  obferved  that  Goats  Milk  does  greater  Ser¬ 
vice  (if  Milk  will  agree  well  with  the  Patient)  than 
any  other,  and  the  common  Whey  of  the  Milk  is 
admirable. 

A  Man  of  about  40  Years,  through  fretting  and 
vexing  and  inorderly  living,  vomited  a  great  Deal 
of  Blood.  I  bled  him,  and  gave  him  every  two  or 
three  Hours  a  Tea  Spoonful  of  my  volatile  Salt  of 
"Tartar  difjfolved,  and  after  taking  it  the  firft  Time 
it  ceafed,  and  he  did  very  well  afterwards.  I  gave 
him  the  Infufion  of  Millefolium  the  next  Day. 

I  faw  a  remarkable  Inftance  of  Vomiting  of  Blood 
in  a  young  Woman  in  Long- Acre  of  about  24, 
who  having  had  a  continual  Pain  for  two  or  three 
Months  in  her  Stomach,  vomited  about  three 
Quarts  of  Blood  in  an  Hpur’s  Time,  juft  as  fhe  had 
tier  Menfes ;  I  gave  her  my  diflblved  volatile  Salt 
of  Tartar,  every  two  Hours  a  lea  Spoonful,  with 
a  Tea  made  of  Chamomile  Flowers,  and  a  little 
Cinamon,  and  ordered  her  a  proper  and  light  Diet, 
the  vomiting  of  Blood  flopped  airedtly,  though  I 
did  not  bleed  her. 

A  young  Man,  a  Carver,  near  Sobc*  was  con- 
fomptive,  and  very  thin.  I  gave  him  nothing  elfe 
•but  : my  volatile  Salt  of  Tartar  diftolved  in  Rain- 
Water,  which  intirely  cured  him,  to  the  Admira¬ 
tion  of  *  lyfelf,  as  well  as  of  his  Friends. 

A  Brafier,  aged  about  45  Years,  fell  into  a  Con- 

■  fumpti-on,  by  chewing  Tobacco,  and  hard  Drink¬ 
ing.  He  took  to  his  Bed,  and  got  the  Palfey,  by 
wnsch  lie  loft  both  the  IJfe  of  his  Tongue  and  of 
Ids  Right-Tide-/  I  gave  him  my  volatile  Salt  dilfol- 

■  ^ved.  Four  or  Five  times  in  a  Day :  Fie  recovered  lb 

■  fa r,  that  he  could  walk  about  with  his  Stick,  and 
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had  his  Senfes  tolerably  well,  the  Confemption  was 
intirely  cured,  and  his  Appetite  perfectly  reftored. 

A  Gentleman  of  a  tender  Conftitution  got  the 
Venereal  Diftemper,  and,  after  he  was  cured  of  it 
by  a  Salivation,  a  violent  Cough,  and  the  Confump¬ 
tion  followed  it,  and  he  wafted  away  very  fait.  I 
cured  him  of  it  intirely  with  only  my  volatile  Salt 
of  Tartar .  I  have  had  feveral  Patients  in  the  fame 
Cafe,  whom  I  have  recovered. 

A  Man  had  a  continual  Purging  for  Two  Years, 
and  was  reduced  to  a  Skeleton  :  I  cured  him  inure- 
ly,  in  a  little  time,  with  my  volatile  Salt  of  Tartar 
diftblved. 

A  Man  about  40  Years  of  Age  was  affiided  with 
a  Cancer  in  his  Tongue,  in  a  terrible  manner,  for 
two  or  three  Years  ;  and  he  could  get  no  Cure.  1 
tried  the  volatile  Salt  diftblved  in  Rain-Water;  it 
occafioned  a  pretty  deal  of  Pain  in  the  Cancer,  but 
healed  it  up  entirely. 

A  young  Woman  of  about  15,  was  bit  by  a  pro¬ 
digious  raving-mad  Cat,  in  both  her  Hands;  fee 
immediately  felt  the  Effects,  and  grew  Feverifh, 
fweated  very  much,  made  a  ftrange  Noife,  [Scratched 
and  clawed  her  Sheets,  and  loft  her  Sleep.  In  two 
or  three  Days  afterwards,  her  Miftrefs  and  her 
Friends  deftred  me  to  give  her  feme  Medicines, 
and  I  gave  her  of  my  volatile  Salt  of  Tartar ,  three 
or  four  Times  in  a  Day,  a  Tea  Spoonful  with  fort 
Water.  From  the  firft  Time  fee  took  it,  it  flung 
her  into  a  gentle  Sweat  and  Perforation,  and  fee 
found  the  I^ffedt  of  it  from  the  Crown  of  her  Head 
to  her  Toes,  and  in  continuing  fee  recovered  lur- 
prifingly;  fee  is  perfectly  well,  and  continues  fo  too, 
without  dipping  in  the  Salt  Water,  and  it  is  now 
four  Years  ago.  I  have  found  the  fame  good  Effect- 
after  the  Bite  of  a  Mad  Dog. 
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In  the  King’s-Evil,  or  fcrophulous  Humours,  it 
has  done  great  Service,  and  in  the  Sea  Scurvy. 

Several  young  Women  who  were  nor  regular, 
have  been  cured  with  it  *  and  it  has  removed  the 
moll  violent  Coughs. 

Nor  are  thefe  Virtues  confined  to  the  volatile  Salt 
of  Tartar  only;  the  rectified  Spirit  of  it  having  been 
found  of  Angular  Efficacy,  where  a  powerful  Deob- 
ftruent  has  been  defired. 

Among  all  the  Medicines,  this  Spirit  may  rightly 
be  called  the  moil  powerful,  ftrongeft,  and  pene¬ 
trating  Medicine,  though  the  moft  amicable  and 
friendly  to  human  Nature.  It  is  of  a  inciding,  re- 
folving,  attenuating,  and  {lengthening  Quality. 
Whatever  Obftruftions  in  the  Arteries,  Veins, 
Nerves,  Dudts,  Glands,  Liver,  and  in  the  other 
inner  Parts  of  the  human  Body  may  happen,  this 
Medicine  will  remove  it  without  Danger,  and  what 
this  Spirit  cannot  touch  or  remove,  fcarce  any  other 
Remedy  will  reach.  And  withal,  it  ftrengthens  at 
the  fame  Time  the  relaxed  and  weakened  Nerves, 
and  the  afflidled  Parts.  It  operates  by  gentle  Sweat 
and  Urine,  and  fometimes  by  Stools,  but  never 
creates  any  feveriffi  Diforder. 

In  the  Dropfy  moft  commonly  in  twenty-four 
Hours  Time,  it  lays  that  intolerable  and  trouble- 
fome  Drought. 

As  the  Dropfy,  for  the  moft  part,  proceeds  from 
fome  Obftrudtion  or  Fault  of  the  Liver,  except 
where  it  arifes  from  a  fleffiy  Subftance  (improperly 
fo  called,)  and  then  it  is  commonly  incurable.  Vo¬ 
mits  and  Purges,  we  find,  are  very  uncertain,  and 
often  dangerous  Remedies ;  Sweating  is  better,  but 
at  the  fame  time  too  long  and  tedious.  To  refolve 
the  Obftrinftions  of  the  Liver  and  Vifcera,  and 
open  the  Kidnies,  is  the  beft  and  fureft  Way  of 
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Cure ;  and  after  this  is  done,  Diureticks  are  of  Ufe, 
but  before  of  very  little,  or  no  Service  at  all. 

It  is  impoffible,  in  fome  Cafes,  where  the  Primes 
and  the  Bowels  and  Kidnies,  are  impaired  to  a 
great  Degree,  that  any  Medicine  fhould  Succeed  ; 
but  ftrong  Vomits  and  Purges  are  certainly  dange^- 
rous  at  Such  a  Time,  as  the  Bowels  and  Stomach  can¬ 
not  then  bear-  their  Force,  and  as  they  carry  off  as 
much,  if  not  more,  good,  as  bad.  In  fuch  Cafes 
my  volatile  Spirit  of  Tartar  is  more  likely  to  afilft, 
than  any  of  the  ftronger  Preparations.  As  the 
Dropfy  is  not  in  the  Stomach,  nor  in  the  Rowels* 
but  in  the  Cavity  of  the  Belly  or  Abdomen,  or  at 
the  Outfide  of  the  Stomach  and  the  Bowels,  be¬ 
twixt  them  and  the  Peritoneum,  which  is  called 
Hydrops  Afcites:  Or  the  Water  is  between  the  Skirl 
and  the  Flefh,  in  the  cellular  Subftance  of  the  Fat* 
which  is  called  Anafarca:  Pray  now,  what  Service 
can  ftrong  Phyfick  do  in  thefe  Cafes  ? 

The  Seat  and  Beginning  of  the  Dropfy  is  moil 
commonly  in  the  Liver,  and  feldom  ftrong  Purges, 
Diureticks,  or  Vomits  are  able  to  remove  a  con¬ 
firmed  Dropfy,  and  the  Qbftrudtion  of  the  Liver, 
and  Sweating  is  too  long,  and  tedious,  and  often 
uncertain,  (Ac.  This  Medicine  of  mine,  therefore  is 
more  effectual  in  the  Dropfy ;  efpecially  confidering 
how  little  we  can  expect  from  Tapping  and  Scari¬ 
fying.  •  ! 

A  Man  near  50  fell  into  a  Dropfy.  I  gave  him 
my  volatile  Spirit  of  Tartar ,  he  took  it  four  Times 
in  a  Day,  a  Tea-fpoonful,  in  fair  Water.  I  gave 
him  fir  ft  two  gentle  Purges.  In  four  or  five  Days 
time  he  found,  that  taking  the  Spirit  eafed  his  Li¬ 
ver,  and  caufed  him  to  make  Water  plentifully  *,  he 
recovered  his  Stomach,  Colour,  and  Strength  ;  the 
Heat  of  his  Mouth  and  Thirft  went  off,  and  fo  did 
his  Swellings,  the  Pain  at  his  right  Side,  together 
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with  his  Faintnefs  and  Sicknefs,  and  he  is  now  in- 
tirely  well.  A  proper  Diet-Drink  helps  the  Cure 
very  much. 

A  Woman  between  50  and  60  had  the  Dropfy 
and  an  Afthma.  I  gave  her  three  Dofes  of  gentle 
purging  Phyfick,  and  afterwards  a  Tea-fpoonful  of 
my  volatile  Spirit,  in  Water,  four  or  five  Times  in 
a  Day,  and  in  about  three  or  four  Weeks  Time  die 
recovered.  She  had  now-and-then  a  Touch  of  the 
Gout. 

After  the  Dropfy  is  cured,  the  Gout  will  moft 
commonly  return,  if  the  Patient  has  had  it  before. 

A  Lady  of  about  35  had  the  Dropfy,  and  a  ftefhy 
Subftance.  A  Gentleman  gave  her  my  volatile 
Spirit,  and  fhe  recovered  of  the  Dropfy  in  a  very 
little  Time ;  but  the  fiefhy  Subftance  remained, 
and  afterwards  occafioned  her  Death.  I  have  feen 
a  great  many  Women  in  the  fame  Cafe. 

A  noted  Sadler  in  Holbourn  had  the  Dropfy  to  a 
very  great  Degree,  and  had  taken  many  Medicines, 
I  gave  him  nothing  elfe,  but  my  redtified  Spirit  of 
artar ,  which  worked  fo  well  by  Sweating  and 
Urine,  and  laying  his  Drought,  that  he  was  able  to 
walk,  to  my  Surprife,  from  Hclbourn  to  Whitechapel^ 
the  tenth  Day. 

A  Lady  in  the  Country  of  about  50  Years  of 
Age,  got  the  Dropfy  to  that  Degree,  that  every 
Body  thought  fhe  mu  ft  die,  fhe  was  before  fcarified 
in  both  her  Legs,  which  difabled  her  to  ufe  any 
Exercife,  being  quite  lamed  by  it,  and  had  taken  a 
great  many  Remedies,  &c.  I  gave  her  my  rectified 
Spirit  of  Tartar ,  and  fhe  began  to  recover  furprif- 
ingly,  and  particularly  her  Stomach.  Now  and 
then  I  gave  her  a  gentle  Dofe  of  Phyfick,  and  her 
Drought  was  gone  entirely.  But  fhe  not  being  able 
to  ufe  any  Exercife,  and  having  got  a  very  great 
Stomach  again,  and  not  willing  to  come  to  Town, 
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or  to  continue  my  Medicines,  the  Dropfy  returned* 
and  as  I  heard  afterwards,  died  with  it. 

Going  a  Horfeback,  or  in  a  Coach,  is  moft  com¬ 
monly  pernicious  in  a  Dropfy,  for  many  Reafons, 
as  I  have  feen  oftentimes*,  but  Waking,  and  the 
Ufe  of  dumb  Bells,  or  Twinging  of  Weights,  with 
the  Hands  and  Arms  up  and  down,  is  very  proper. 

Having  had  a  great  many  incurable  Dropfical 
Cafes  under  my  Care,  I  had  an  Opportunity  of 
opening  feveral  after  their  Deceafe.  I  will  only 
mention  a  few. 

A  marry’d  Lady,  near  St.  James  s,  who  had  had 
two  Children,  was  of  a  middle  Age,  very  fober, 
and  of  a  healthy  Countenance,  but  drank  too  little 
with  her  Food,  and  having  the  Dropfy,  lent  for  me 
to  tap  her.  On  introducing  the  Trocar,  not  a  Drop 
of  Water  or  Liquor  came  through  the  Canula,  but 
with  great  Difficulty  a  few  Bits  of  a  (tiff  Jeliy 
came  out,  at  which  I  was  much  furprifed.  She  did 
not  furvive  above  five  or  fix  Weeks  after,  upon 
opening  her,  I  found,  to  her  Friends  and  my  own 
Surprife,  the  whole  Cavity  of  the  Abdomen  filled 
with  a  very  ftrong  Jelly,  like  a  fiiffiGlue,  of  diffe¬ 
rent  Colours,  to  the  Quantity  of  two  Fails  full  or 
more,  which  ftuck  fo  clofe  to  the  Contents  of  the 
Abdomen ,  that  I  was  obliged  with  fome  Force  to 
fcrape  it  off. 

A  young  Lady  near  the  Royal-  Ex  change ,  which  I 
had  tappet}  feveral  Times,  I  opened  after  her  Death, 
and  found  not  one  Spoonful  of  Liquor  or  Water  in 
the  Abdomen  or  Belly ;  but  the  right  Ovarium  was 
grown  to  a  very  great  Bignefs,  and  had  driven  all 
the  Vifcera ,  or  Bowels,  very  high  up  in  her  Cheft, 
or  'Thorax .  The  Bowels  were  fo  fhrunk  up,  that 
they  fcarce  would  have  filled  the  Crown  of  a  Flat. 
The  Liver  was  found,  though  a  little  too  big;  But 
the  Ovarium  conhfted  of  innumerable.  Bladders, 
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big  and  fmall,  of  {different  Colours,  and  about  two 
Pails  full. 

The  fame  Kind  of  Diforder  I  have  found  in 
other  Women,  though  with  fome  Variety,  having 
been  obliged  to  tap  them  in  two  or  three  different 
Places,  to  empty  the  Bladders.  This  is  called  er¬ 
roneously,  A fie/hy  Subfiance, 

I  tapped  a  Man  who  lived  in  the  Strand,  and  who 
was  Inventor  of  a  famous  Machine  of  Wickednefs, 
he  was  of  a  fliort  Stature,  and  of  a  very  red  Colour 
and  Complexion,  and  a  hard  Drinker.  I  took  from 
him  a  Pail -full  of  clear  Blood,  without  his  fainting, 
but  I  was  really  afraid  to  take  more  from  him,  and 
1  left  full  as  much  behind.  He  lived  about  fix 
Weeks,  or  two  Months  after  it,  and  filled  again, 
and  not  willing  to  be  tapp’d,  he  died  in  very  great 
Pain  and  Mifery.  To  my  Sorrow  1  was  refufied 
opening  him.— -What  Medicines  can  cure  thefe 
Cafes  ? 

I  have  often  obferv’d,  that  Pieces  of  Fat  come 
away  through  the  Trocar  with  the  Water,  per¬ 
haps  from  the  Omentum.  Sometimes  the  Liquor 
has  been  like  Whey,  fometimes  like  Coffee,  iome- 
times  reddjfh,  fometimes  like  melted  Create,  or 
very  thick  Oil,  &c.  I  cannot  omit  to  mention,  that 
among  fo  many  Dr6pfical  Cafes,  as  I  have  ken,  I 
have  never  met  with  a  Tympanites . 

A  Man  of  34  Years  old,  living  in  a  publick 
Way  near  Bloomjbury  fifitare,  by  drinking  too  freely 
of  fpirituous  Liquors,  got  the  Dropfy  to  a  prodigious 
Degree,  with  an  Afthma,  and  a  Palpitation  of  the 
Heart:  After  adminiftring  a  proper  Dole  of  Phy- 
fjck,  I  gave  him  my  volatile  Spirit,  ordering  an  ex- 
ad  Regimen  in  Eating  and  Drinking;  and  he  per- 
fediy  recovered  his  Health. 

Of  my  Spirit  of  Tartar ,  which  I  have  diflilled 
pypr  rny  fixed  Sglt  cf  Tartar ,  I  have  given  from  ten 
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to  forty  Drops,  with  great  Succefs  not  only  in  the 
Dropiy,  but  in  feveral  other  nervous  Gales,  (Ac. 

In  the  Pally,  and  in  Apopledlick  Fits,  I  have 
found  it  admirable.  A  Tradefman  near  Lekejter- 
fields ,  was  taken  with  the  Pally,  and  loft  entirely  the 
Ufe  of  his  Tongue,  and  his  Memory.  He  was  for 
a  Fortnight  in  this  miferable  Condition.  I  was  lent 
for,  and  after  giving  him  a  Vomit,  I  gave  him 
three  or  four  Times  in  a  Day,  of  my  rectified  Spi¬ 
rit,  and  in  three  Days  Time,  he^  furprifingly  and 
entirely  recovered  the  Ufe  of  his  longue  and  of  his 
Memory. 

A  Woman  In  Long- Acre ,  oi  about  25  Years  of 
Age,  had  the  Dropfy.  I  was  fent  for.  She  was 
convulfed,  and  had  a  clammy  Sweat  upon  her,  I 
gave  her  fifteen  or  twenty  Drops  three  or  four 
Times  in  a  Day,  it  worked  by  Stool  and  by  Urine; 
her  Appetite  returned,  her  Urine  grew  better  in  a 
few  Days;  and  fhe  recovered  furprifingly  in  a  little 
Time. 

Or  the  Tindture  of  Copper,  made  with  my  recti¬ 
fied  Spirit  of  Tartar,  I  give  in  a  froall  Quantity  in 
Cunvulfions  with  good  Succefs,  but  only  one,  or 
half  a  Drop  in  a  Dofe. 

Sometimes  I  mix  my  volatile  Spirit  with  the  vo¬ 
latile  Salt  of  Tartar,  to  make  it  more  efficacious. 

My  Oil  of  Tartar  diffolves  almoft  intirely  in  Spi¬ 
rit  of  Wine,  making  it  as  red  as  Blood:  The  real 
Spirit  01  Wine  is  the  beft.  I  put  as  much  Oil  not 
redtity’d  to  the  Spirit,  as  it  will  diffolve. 

This  Oil,  I  believe,  is  the  moft  powerful  and 
penetrating  Balfam,  which  Nature,  Art,  and  the 
Vegetable  World  can  produce,  but  withal  the  moft 
amicable  and  friendly  to  the  Human  Body;  and  if 
I  am  not  miftaken,  the  admirable  Effedts  of  feveral 
Preparations  of  my  Tartar  depends  greatly  from  it. 
It  is  of  an  Alkaline  Nature,  and  if  mixed  with  Oil 
of  Vitriol,  grows  cxceflive  hot.  Often-

Oftentimes  the  Gout  comes  from  a  too  great 
Quantity  of  Blood,  from  fharp  Humours,  from 
catching  Cold,  from  a  Supprdfion  of  Urine,  or 
from  feme  other  Evacuation  too  great,  or  too  lit¬ 
tle,  from  a  vifeid  and  glutinous  Blood,  and  Serum , 
or  Humours,  from  the  Scurvy,  from  a  too  great 
and  long  Exercife  of  the  Body,  for  want  of  fcxer- 
cife,  or  through  too  much  Eating  and  Drinking,  or 
through  too  much  Reft  and  Sleeping,  Acids,  catch- 
ingpCold;  through  Paflion,  and  often  by  Inherit¬ 
ance,  fometimes  through  too  much  Venery,  and 
often  through  the  Fox,  GA. 

In  the  Gout,  Opium  and  Narcotiks,  ftrong  and 
rough  Purges,  and  Bleeding  in  the  Arm  are  very 
dangerous.  Cooling  and  repelling  outward  Ap¬ 
plications,  Milk,  Cider,  Malt  Liquor,  red  Wine, 
Meat  Suppers,  and  windy  and  vifeid  Viduals  and 
Acids,  Pork  and  falted  Meat  muft  be  avoided. 

The  flying  Gout  very  often  feizes  all  Parts  of  the 
Eu  man  Body  inwardly  and  outwardly,  from  the 
Crown  of  the  Head  to  the  Soles  of  the  Feet,  and  an 
Attack  upon  the  inward  and  nobler  Parts  is  often 
fatal.  If  it  feizes  the  Head,  it  occafions  Quinfeys, 
Head-Achs,  Pains  in  the  Jaws,  Stupidity,  Madrrefs, 
Apoplexy,  GA.  In  the  Lungs,  it  occafions  Cough, 
Afth  ma,  purulent  and  chalky  Gatherings,  Pleurifies, 
Confumption,  GY.  II  it  affeds  the  Stomach,  then 
It  occafions  Vomiting,  Sicknefs,  Hikup,  Wind, 
Loofenefs,  Bloody- Flux,  and  Urine,  Inflamma¬ 
tion  of  the  Bowels,  GY.  and  if  it  feizes  the  Liver, 
then  follow  Cholicks,  bilious  Evacuations,  Obftruc- 
tion  of  the  Gall,  Yellow  Jaundice,  Dropfy,  GY;  In 
the  Kidnies,  Gravel,  Stone,  Obftrudion  of  the 
Urine;  In  the  Hips,  Ifhyatic  Pains';  In  the  Fingers, 
Chiragra,  Stifnef s  of  the  Joints,  and  Lamenefs.  In 
the  Legs,  Cramp,  GY.  In  thefe  dangerous  and 
critical  Circumftances,  if  it  comes  from  the  Gout, 
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this  vifcid  and  glutinous  Blood  muff  be  in  Time® 
and  with  Judgment  drawn  to  the  Feet  by  Bathing® 
Bleeding,  or  Cupping,  and  with  Bidders ;  but  par¬ 
ticularly  my  Oil  of  ‘Tartar  moft  commonly  relieves 
the  Patient  in  a  fhort  Time,  through  its  alkaline, 
balfamick,  penetrating,  and  inciding  Quality* 
And  withal  it  is  of  a  diuretick  and  diaphoretick 
Nature. 

After  the  Gout,  gentle  and  proper  Phyfick  muff 
now  and  then  be  given,  a  regular  and  proper  Diet 
kept  in  Eating  and  Drinking,  and  a  moderate  Ex- 
ercife  not  neglected ;  Paflions,  catching  Cold,  Hog's 
Meat,  faked  Beef,  and  Acids,  muft  be  avoided- 

My  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar  helps  very  much  the 
Cure,  if  taken  now  and  then,  and  a  proper  Diet- 
Drink  is  of  great  Service,  as  well  in  the  Cure,  a$ 
afterwards  for  Prefervation. 

This  Oil  is  fo  ftrong  and  volatile,  that  once, 
upon  taking  off  the  Receiver,  as  loon  as  I  had  done 
diftilling,  and  putting  the  Candle  a  little  too  near 
to  it,  the  Receiver  took  Fire,  and  a  flaming  Cloud 
afcended  to  the  Top  of  the  Ceiling,  which  fpread 
itfelf  like  Wild-fire,  fo  that  l  thought,  I  had  fee  the 
whole  Houfe  in  a  Blaze,  but  it  loon  vanifhed  away; 
and  putting  my  Hand  upon  the  Receiver  immedi¬ 
ately,  I  put  the  Fire  out. 

I  can't  negledt  to  obferve,  that  I  have  taken  the 
common  Malt  Spirit  to  try  the  Difference,  and 
upon  trial  found  that  it  had  not  the  leak  Effect  ott 
my  Patients,  by  which  appears  the  wide  Difference 
between  one  and  the  other. 

A  Fit  of  the  Gout  is  always  eafed  with  Safety 
with  my  Oil,  in  a  very  little  Time,  by  Sweating 
and  Urine. 

Any  Diftemper  may  return,  after  it  is  cured, 
from  an  inward,  or  outward,  or  accidental  Cauf-e* 
or  through  the  Fault  and  Error  of  the  Patient;  fo 
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that  proper  Medicines  fhould  be  continued  for  a  fit 
Time,  with  a  proper  Regimen,  &c. 

A  particular  Friend  of  mine  was  fifteen  or  fixteen 
Weeks  ill  of  the  Gout  unknown  to  me :  He  reco¬ 
vered,  but  going  out  too  foon,  took  Cold,  and  got 
the  Gout  again  excefiively  in  both  his  Feet :  The 
next  Morning  I  was  fent  for,  and  found  him  in  the 
greateft  Pain  and  Mifery ;  I  gave  him  my  Oil  dif- 
folved  in  right  Spirit  of  Wine,  from  thirty  to  forty 
and  fixty  Drops,  in  Mountain,  or  other  good  Wine* 
four  or  five  Times  in  a  Day,  and  in  going  to  Bed 
he  drank  warm  and  comfortable  things.  He  made 
that  Night  a  great  Quantity  of  very  bad  Water, 
excefiively  foul,  with  a  thick,  ropy  and  glutinous 
Sediment,  which  ftuck  to  the  Sides  of  the  Chamber¬ 
pot,  and  fmelt  intolerably.  He  perfpired  very  well 
that  Night.  His  Sweat  had  a  very  laetid  and  of- 
fenfive  Smell ;  but  he  found  himfelf,  to  his  great 
Surprize,  exceedingly  recovered  the  next  Morning, 
fo  as  to  be  able  to  walk  about  in  his  Apartments, 
tho’  a  little  lamiffl,  becaufe  his  Feet  were  tender. 

A  young  Man  of  about  26,  whofe  Father  was 
afflicted  with  the  Gout,  had  it  all  over  him,  but  ex- 
ceffively  in  his  Stomach,  infomuch  that  he  thought, 
it  would  kill  him  diredlly.  I  gave  him  of  my  dif- 
folved  Oil,  a  Tea-fpoonful  in  Wine,  every  two  or 
three  Hours.  The  next  Day  he  was  fo  eafy,  that 
he  thought  himfelf  able  to  go  to  work  again.  Af¬ 
ter  the  Violence  of  the  Fit  was  over,  he  only  took 
ten  or  fifteen  Drops  upon  a  Lump  of  Sugar.  Some 
Days  after,  thro’  taking  Cold,  he  got  a  Bilious  and 
Miliary  Fever,  with  Eruptions  all  over  his  whole 
Body.  I  difcontinued  the  Drops,  and  gave  him 
other  proper  Medicines,  and  he  recovered  very  well. 
The  gouty  Pains  returned,  with  the  Fever,  in  his 
Hands  and  Feet;  but  as  the  Fever  abated,  fo  did 
the  Pains. 
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A  Gentleman,  near  Story's  Gate,  Weftminjler,  had 
the  Gout  many  Years,  and  once  was  ieized  with  ic 
in  his  Stomach  and  right  Elbow  to  that  Degree, 
that  he  had  no  Reft  tor  two  Nights  and  two  Days, 
About  nine  o’Clock  in  the  Evening,  I  gave 
him  of  my  Oil  of  Tartar ,  which  gave  him  prdent 
Eafe,  and  he  flept  from  ten  to  ieven  the  next  Morn¬ 
ing,  when  the  Gout  had  entirely  left  his  Stomach, 
and  fallen  into  his  Feet;  but  on  continuing  the  Oil 
of  Tartar ,  which  caufed  him  to  fweat  and  Urine 
plentifully,  the  Gout  left  him  the  fame  Evening. 
Some  Months  alter  the  fame  Gentleman  having 
eaten  rofted  Pork  for  his  Dinner,  was  again  feized 
with  the  Gout  in  his  Stomach  in  half  an  Flour  af¬ 
ter,  but  on  taking  a  double  Quantity  of  my  Oil  of 
Argcl  or  Tartar  in  a  Glais  of  Rum,  he  brought  up 
his  Dinner,  and  the  Gout  left  him  immediately. 
Several  Patients  have  found  the  bad  Effetft  of  Pigs 
or  Hogs- Meat  in  the  Gout. 

3  have  had  feveral  Patients  with  the  Gout  in 
their  Stomach,  to  a  very  great  Degree;  but  always 
cured  them  in  a  few  Hours,  yes  in  few  Minutes 
Time;  by  their  taking  thirty  or  forty  Drops,  the 
Gout  was  forced  into  the  Extremities,  and  the  Pa¬ 
tients  generally  difeharging  Wind  very  much,  both 
upwards  and  downwards ;  and  by  continuing  the 
Drops  three  or  four  d  imes  a  Day,  were  perfe&iy 
cured,  by  Sweat  and  Urine. 

A  Woman  of  an  advanced  Age  had  the  Gout 
and  Dropfy,  together  with  an  Afthma :  I  gave  her 
my  diftolved  Oil,  but  1  found  that  the  Dropfy  in- 
creafed ;  for  which  Reafon  I  gave  her  my  volatile 
Spirit  four  or  five  Times  in  a  Day,  a  little  Tea- 
fpoonfu!  at  a  Time,  and  fhe  recovered. 

My  Oil  of  Tartar  will  not  only  cure  a  Fit  of  the 
Gout,  but  it  will  prevent  it  too,  provided  the  Pa¬ 
tient  wiii  live  regular,  keep  a  moderate  and  proper 
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Diet,  and  take  now  and  then  of  the  Oil,  ufing  often 
a  moderate  Exercife,  &c.  Nature  wants  only  Af- 
fiffance. 

I  have  had  feveral  Patients,  though  very  young, 
afflibled  with  the  Gout,  who  got  it  from  their  Pa¬ 
rents,  by  Inheritance,  whom  I  have  relieved  with 
my  Oil  of  Tartar ,  and  by  continuing  it  once  or 
twice  in  a  Week,  had  only  now  and  then  a  flight 
Fit,  if  they  perhaps  committed  any  Errors,  or 
catched  Cold,  &c. 

A  Gentleman  of  about  50,  was  afflibted  with  the 
Scurvy,  the  Pally  and  the  Gout  for  a  great  While, 
and  had  taken  a  great  many  Medicines  to  little 
Effebt.  I  gave  him  my  rebtified  Spirit  of  Tartar , 
three  Times  a  Day,  fifty  Drops  each  Time,  an 
Hour  before  Breakfaft,  Dinner,  and  again  in  the 
Afternoon.  On  going  to  Bed  he  took  thirty  Drops, 
of  my  Oil  of  Tartar ,  I  likewife  prefcribed  him  a  Herb 
Tea,  with  a  proper  Diet,  and  moderate  Exercife. 
By  which  Means  he  recovered  his  Strength,  Health 
and  Limbs  furprifingly. 

A  poor  Woman  of  about  56  had  the  Scurvy,  the 
Rheumatifm,  the  Cholic,  and  Hifteric  Fits,  fo  vio¬ 
lently,  that  fhe  vomited  continually  for  two  or  three 
Days,  and  every  body  thought  fhe  mufl  die.  I 
gave,  her  about  ten  Drops,  of  my  diffolved  Oil  of 
Tartar  every  two  or  three  Hours,  and  after  the  firft 
Dofe  her  Vomiting  ceafed,  and  in  continuing  the 
Oil  fhe  recovered  entirely.  I  ordered  her  to  take  it 
every  four  or  five  Hours  for  fome  Time. 

A  young  Man  was  taken  fuddenly  with  the 
Rheumatifm,  it  took  away  the  Ufe  of  his  Arms 
and  Legs,  and  was  in  exquifite  Pain  Night  and 
Day  ;  I  gave  him  my  reblify’d  Oil  of  Argol ,  and  in 
few  Days  Time  he  was  able  to  do  his  Bufinefs. 
The  Oil  worked  by  gentle  Perfpiration  and  Urine. 
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He  has  not  had  the  lead  Return.  Cupping  upon 
the  affiidted  Part  is  often  of  very  had  Confequence. 

A  Captain  in  the  Navy  was  feized  with  the  Gout 
in  the  Stomach  mod  violently,  and  vomited  from 
eight  in  the  Morning  till  nine  at  Night,  and  at  lad 
vomited  Blood,  &c.  I  was  lent  for,  and  gave  him 
a  Tea  Spoonful  of  my  Oil  of  Tartar  with  fome 
Mountain  Wine,  not  knowing  he  had  an  Averfion 
to  it,  he  vomited  up  fome  of  it,  fo  I  gave  him  in 
about  five  Minutes  Time  another  Dofe  mixed  with 
Rum,  which  ftay’d  with  him  and  dop’d  the  Vomit¬ 
ing  immediately.  By  the  violent  Vomiting  and 
Straining,  he  faw  every  Thing  double,  but  in  few 
Days  Time  he  recovered  his  right  Sight  again. 
For  fear  of  a  Return  he  continued  the  OH  for  fome 
Time,  and  with  great  Succefs. 

The  Gout  may  be  dopped,  or  checked,  through 
an  external,  or  a  natural  or  inward  Caufe;  but  the 
more  fudden,  the  more  dangerous  it  is;  and  in  fuch 
Cafes,  Bleeding  in  the  Foot,  or  Cupping,  and  a 
warm  Bath,  and  Bidders  upon  the  Feet,  with  the 
Ufe  of  my  Oil,  does  great,  and  often  immediate 
Service,  as  I  mention’d  before. 

A  Man,  by  taking  Cold,  got  the  Rheumatifm  in 
his  Face;  afterwards  it  feized  his  Limbs,  and  de¬ 
prived  him  of  the  Ufe  of  his  right  Leg  and  Thigh, 
which  waded  fo,  that  he  walked  upon  Crutches  for 
a  Year  or  more.  I  gave  him  the  didblved  Oil,  and 
now-and-then  a  Dofe  of  Phyfick,  and  in  two  or 
three  Months  time  he  walked  again  perfe&ly  well. 

A  Gentleman  Jod  the  Ufe  of  hisi  Legs  for  about 
four  Years,  thro’  the  Gout  and  Rheumatifm,  and 
for  about  a  Year  he  could  not  dir  from  his  Chair: 
He  had  taken  many  Things  from  others,  but  with¬ 
out  any  Benefit.  I  gave  him  my  Oil  didblved,  for 
fome  1  ime;  but  he  did  not  intirely  recover,  becaufe 
he  would  not  leave  off  Drinking,  UL 
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My  Oil  of  Tartar  removes  the  Sorenefs  and 
Lamenefs  of  the  joints  after  the  Gout,  furprifingly. 

External  Applications  in  the  Gout  are  dangerous, 
without  proper  Medicines  inwardly  to  be  ufed. 

A  Fit  of  the  Rheumatifm  is  not  fo  eafily  remov¬ 
ed,  as  a  Fit  of  the  Gout. 

Several  of  my  Patients,  who  were  formerly  af¬ 
flicted  with  the  Gout,  to  fweeten  and  to  correct  the 
Blood,  take  ten  or  twenty  Drops  two  or  three  Times 
in  a  Week,  in  any  good  White  Wine,  or  Rum,  or 
upon  a  Lump  of  bugar;  but,  as  foon  as  they  per¬ 
ceive  the  Gout  flying  about  them,  or  coming  on, 
they  increafe  the  Quantity  and  take  it  oftener;  and 
moil  commonly  it  prevents  a  fevere  Fit,  becaufe  it 
carries  off  the  vifeid  or  glutinous  and  fharp  Matter, 
and  corrects  the  Scurvy,  by  a  gentle  Sweat  and 
Urine. 

This  redifled  Oil  o $  Tartar  is  to  be  taken  three 
or  four  'Fimes  in  a  Day,  viz.  one  Hour  before 
Breakfa.il,  Dinner,  in  the  Afternoon,  and  in  going 
to  Bed,  from  twenty  to  forty  and  fifty  Drops,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Nea.  fifty,  Age,  and  Confiritution,  in 
good  Mountain,  or  White  Wine,  or  Rum,  or  upon 
a  Lump  or  Sugar;  and  drink  afterwards  warm 
White  Wine  Negus,  or  French  Brandy,  or  White 
Wine,  or  Mountain  Whey,  or  Rum,  mixed  with 
warm  Water,  with  a  proper  Regimen,  to  promote 
Perfpiration  and  Urine. 

In  the  Rheumatifm,  Afthma,  Cholick,  and  a 
weak  Stomach,  I  found  the  Oil  exceeding  good, 
and  feme  times  the  Spirit  too.  I  have  made  Pills 
with  the  Oil,  and  they  have  done  great  Service  in 
many  Cafes. 

I  have  fublimed  my  volatile  Salt  in  an  Alembick, 
by  which  means  it  became  admirably  white,  and 
prodigioufly  ftrong,  I  put  my  volatile  Spirit  over 
■it,  and  cohobated  it*  This  made  it  very  penetrat* 
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ing,  but  not  fo  ftrong,  as  if  I  diftilled  it  over  my 

fixed  Salt  of  T ariar.  ' 

The  Chalk  Stones  in  the  Gout,  and  tne  Gravel, 
and  Stone  of  the  Bladder  and  Kidnies, /are  nothing 
elfe  but  a  hardened  and  exficcated  Vifcidity,  which, 
if  it  is  calcined,  leaves  not  one  Grain  of  fixed  Salt, 
or  Afhes  behind,  and  for  that  Reafon  my  fixed  Salt 
of  Tartar  is  of  great  Force  in  dififolving  them,  and 
the  coagulated  Vifcidities  in  the  Kidnies  and  Blad¬ 
der.  In  an  old  Manufcript  an  ingenious  Author 
makes  mention  of  this  :  In  the  lartar  lies  the  only 
Medicine  to  dififolve  the  Stone  with  Safety, 

Moft  commonly  in  the  Dropfy  is  an  Obftru&ion, 
with  the  Gravel  in  the  Kidnies,  and  I  have  found  it 
admirable  to  give  it  now-and-then  to  promote  the 
Urine  and  Scdes,  and  to  dififolve  the  Vifcidity,  GV. 

A  Gentleman  near  Lincoln's- Inn  had  a  Stone  in 
his  Kidnies,  which  was  judged  to  be  very  large. 
He  lay  in  great  Mifery,  with  very  little  Hopes  of 
Relief.  I  gave  him  my  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar,  25 
Grains  Morning  and  Night,  with  a  proper  Diet- 
drink:  In  three  or  four  Days  time  it  began  to  work 
upon  the  Stone,  and  in  the  Morning  a  clouded 
Matter  appeared  in  the  Urine,  which  afterwards 
precipitated  itfeif,  rcfembling  the  White  of  an  Egg. 
The  Bottom  and  the  Sides  of  the  Glafs  in  the  E- 
vening,  were  furrounded  with  a  pointed  ftony  Cruft 
of  a  whitifh  Colour  j  in  three  or  four  Days  all  the 
Pain  left  the  Patient,  and  he  recovered  intirely  in  a 
little  time.  1  have  fince  been  forry  that  I  did  not 
preferve  the  Fsces. 

Many  have  endeavoured  to  correct  the  Opium, 
with  a  great  Deal  ot  Trouble,  Time,  and  Expence, 
but  l  believe  there  is  no  better  Corrector  than  my 
fixed  Salt  of  Tartar .  I  have  prepared  an  admirable 
Solution,  and  moft  ufeful  and  fafe  Medicine  through 

Fermentation  out  of  the  Qpmm,  which  at  the  lame 

Time 
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Time  will  promote  a  fine  Perfpiration,  without 
hurting  the  Nerves,  or  ftupifying,  &c. 

With  my  'Tartarus  Vitriolatus ,  I  have  cured  feveral 
Times  the  Yellow  Jaundice.  It  works  by  Stool* 
Urine,  and  gentle  Perfpiration. 

A  Gentlewoman  in  Years  through  Vexation  and 
Grief,  got  the  Black  Jaundice  to  the  greateft:  De¬ 
gree,  and  afterward  the  Yellow  Jaundice.  I  gave 
her  my  Tartarum  Vitriolatum ,  and  now-and-then  my 
rectified  Spirit  of  Argol.  She  was  very  much  af- 
fiickd  with  the  Gravel,  and  fhe  felt  a  great  Pain 
in  her  left  and  right  Side  now-and-then.  Her 
Stomach  was  very  weak,  any  boiled  Greens  would 
give  her  a  violent  Cholick.  I  cured  her  twice  of 
the  Yellow  Jaundice,  and  once  of  the  Black  Jaun¬ 
dice  in  a  fhort  Time. 

An  old  and  very  feeble  Man  had  a  Stone  in  his 
Bladder :  He  had  ufed  a  great  many  Medicines  for 
fome  Years.  Having  given  him  mine,  I  was 
©bilged  to  defiil,  becaufe  the  Stone,  beginning  to 
diffolve,  the  Pieces  cut  him  pretty  much  in  the 
Urethra,  for  he  had  ufed  too  fharp  and  corroding 
Medicines,  but  without  any  Benefit,  which  had  ex¬ 
coriated  the  Urethra  and  Bladder. 

I  have  cured  feveral  People  of  the  Gravel  with 
my  fixed  Salt,  and  a  proper  Diet-drink. 

1  have  taken  Mercury,  difTolved  it  in  Aquafortis, 
precipitated  it  with  common  Salt,  edulcorated  it 
well,  and  dried  it.  After  that,  I  took  my  fixed 
Salt  of  Tartar ,  on  which  I  had  cohobated  Spirit  of 
Wine,  and  put  it  into  a  Retort,  with  more  Spirit  of 
Wine,  upon  a  Sand-heat.  As  focn  as  it  began  to 
i>e  warm,  it  grew  as  black  as  Ink.  I  cohobated 
the  Soffit  of  Wine  over  it  feveral  times,  and  at 

i 

la  ft,  wa filed  the  Salt  of  Tartar  out  again,  and  put 
the  Mercury  in  a  luted  Retort  in  an  open  T  ire :  It 
fcsife  the  Heat  till  the  Glafs  melted,  and  then  the 
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live  or  crude  Mercury  came  over  all  at  once*  with 
great  Force,  into  the  Receiver,  which  was  filled 
with  Water,  and  the  Water  itfelf  was  grown  brae- 
kifh,  and  a  little  black.  I  found  half  the  Mercury 
remaining  fixed  in  the  Retort,  of  a  greyifh  Colour  ; 
1  tried  it  in  the  ftrongeft  Melting-Fire ;  farther,  i 
burnt  it  off  fevera!  Times  with  Spirit  of  Wine, 
and  three  Times  with  Brimftone ;  but  not  the  leaft 
Quantity  was  wafted. 

I  have  taken  Lead,  Tin,  Mercury,  Antimony* 
and  Iron,  diffolved  them  in  Aqua-lords,  and  preci¬ 
pitated  them  with  my  fixed  Salt  of  Tartar ,  and  by 
Evaporating  and  Cryftallifing  the  Liquor,  1  got  a 
very  fine  newter  Salt,  which  burned  like  Nitre  ia 
the  Fire. 

The  common  white  Precipitate,  prepared  with 
Sal  Ammoniac,  I  mix  with  my  fixed  Salt  of '  Tar  tar  % 
and  put  Spirit  of  Wine  over  it,  diftilled  it;  the  Spi¬ 
rit  Fuelled  very  ftrong  from  the  Sal  Ammoniac* 
and  the  Mafia  turned  as  black  as  a  Coal. 

Another  Time  1  took  Mercury  precipitated  and 
edulcorated,  and  mixed  with  it  my  fixed  Salt  of 
Tartar ,  upon  which  I  had  ephobated  Spirit  of  Wine* 
but  put  more  Spirit  Wine  to  it,  diftill’d  it  feveral 
Times,  waftfd  the  Salt  out  again,  and  put  the 
Mercury  in  a  ftrong  Melting-Fire  in  a  Crucible  ;  I 
found  half  the  Mercury  fixed,  of  a  greyifh  Colour, 
which  could  abide  the  ftrongeft  Melting-Fire,  but 
it  would  never  unite  with  any  Metal. 

This  fixed  Mercury  has  been  taken,  with  great 
Succefs,  for  an  old  inveterate  Pox,  for  the  King’s- 
Evil,  and  other  Difteriipers. 

They,  that  are  fo  weak,  as  to  feek  Riches  in 
common  Mercury,  are  much  to  be  pitied. 

O  ne  thing  I  muft  not  omit  to  mention,  which 
might  have  come  in  more  properly  in  another  Part 
of  this  Treadle:  When  I  have  applied  my  volatile 

Spirit 
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Spirit  of  "tartar  outwardly  to  a  Cancer,  the  Flefh 
has  immediately  appeared  as  good  as  any  other  Part 
of  the  Body,  and  the  Progrefs  of  it  hath  been  ftopt, 
at  the  Place  where  I  touch’d  it,  tho*  not  without 
occafioning  a  good  deal  of  Pain,  for  about  half  a 
Minute :  But,  in  order  to  be  (till  further  fatisfied  of 
its  Efficacy  in  this  Refpect,  I  purpofe  to  make  fur¬ 
ther  Obfervations,  as  Occafion  ffiall  prefent. 

The  tar  tar  us  emeticur ,  made  with  my  refined 
Cryftals,  and  the  Crocus  Metallorum ,  is  very  ftrong. 

In  making  the  terra  foliata  tartaric  my  fixed 
Salt  of  "Tartar ,  and  the  diftilled  Vinegar  made  fuch 
a  ftrong  Ebullition,  as  if  I  had  mixed  the  Oil  of 
Vitriol  and  the  Salt  of  tartar  together, 

Amongft  all  my  Preparations  of  tartar ,  I  never 
found  any  of  them  do  the  lead  Harm,  if  they  had 
not  the  wifh’d  for  Succefs  or  Efte<ft. 

As  it  is  impoffibie  for  any  One  to  find  out  all 
the  Preparations,  Qualities,  and  Ufes,  of  tartar 
(as  every  expert  Chymift  muft  acknowledge,)  if  he 
could  live  to  the  united  Ages  of  ten  Perfons ;  I 
fhall  therefore  be  extremely  obliged  to  all  Lovers 
of  Chymiftry  for  any  Difcoveries,  they  may  here¬ 
after  make  on  this  Subject;  and  in  the  Continua¬ 
tion  of  this  Treatife  their  Names  fhall  be  publifhed, 
if  they  fhall  permit  me  fo  to  do. 

If  it  fhould  pleafe  Providence  to  prolong  my 
Life,  I  fhall  not  negledt  to  make  farther  Experi¬ 
ments  and  Improvements  of  my  volatile  Spirit, 
Salt,  Oil,  and  fixed  Salt  of  tartar ,  as  much  as  Bu- 
finefs.

THE  fir 'ft  and  fecond  Impreffions  of  this  Pam¬ 
phlet  being  difpofed  of,  1  am  obliged  to  re¬ 
print  it,  with  fame  Alterations  and  Additions*,  and, 
as  I  have  had  ’extraordinary  great  Siiccefs  with  my 
Tartar,  among  a  variety  of  Patients,  thro*  the  Bleff- 
ing  of  the  Almighty,  1  have  done  it  with  the  more 
Pleafure.  I  acknowlege  freely,  that  I  have  com¬ 
mitted  a  Fault  in  not  difpofing  the  Operations 
more  regular,  and  that  I  fhould  have  omitted  fome 
Things ;  but  I  hope  the  Reader  will  be  fo  kind  as 
to  excufe  this  and  other  Errors.

Fluids,  and  remove  the  ObftruPrions  of  the  Vifcera , 
and  reftore  the  Elafticity  of  the  Fibres,  and  the 
proper  Fluidity  of  the  Fluids,  ftrengthen  the  whole 
Fabrick,  and  remove  the  Vifcidity  and  Sharpnefs  of 
the  Juices,  which  is  the  true  Caufe  of  moil  Part  of 
the  Diftempers  in  the  human  Body,  as  I  have  Paid 
before  ;  and  are  of  as  much  Service  to  human  Na¬ 
ture,  as  lies  in  the  Power  of  any  Medicine.  I  will 
venture  to  add,  they  are  more  beneficial  than  any 
Medicines  yet  known  ;  but  a  reafonable  Man  will 
not  expeft  Impoffibilities,  or  Infallibilities,  becaufe 
it  is  not  in  the  Power  of  Phyfick,  or  the  Pbyfician, 
to  cure  ali  Diftempers,  ol  which  fome  are  abfolutely 
incurable  :  i  he  DifiPdtion  of  the  difealed  and  de¬ 
ceased  human  Bodies  demonftrates  this.  Nor  is  it 
in  the  Power  of  Medicine  to  make  us  immortal, 
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Some  Cafes  will  admit  only  a  palliative,  or  tempo¬ 
rary  Cure.  For  it  often  happens  that  the  Patient  is 
brought  to  the  laid  Stage  of  the  Diftemper,  and  the 
tender  Frame  of  the  human  Body  already  deftroy- 
ed,  partly  through  wrong  appjy’d,  or  partly  through 
too  ftrong  and  violent,  or  through  too  many,  and 
too  great  Quantities  of  Medicines  before  I  am  con¬ 
futed  ;  and  in  fuch  Cafes  not  much  Service  can  be 
expefled.  It  is  not  the  Quantity,  but  the  Quality 
and  Preparation  of  a  Medicine,  which  muft  cure  a 
Diftemper,  for  the  cleaner  it  is  feparated  and  refin¬ 
ed,  from  the  Dregs  and  Fsces,  the  more  Efficacy 
and  Virtue  we  may  expetft  from  it;  as  I  have  be¬ 
fore-mentioned. 

The  Vine  is  the  King  of  Trees,  and  the  Medi¬ 
cines  prepared  out  of  it  are  the  mo  ft  penetrating, 
balfamick,  valuable,  and  withal,  the  moft  amicable, 
innocent  and  friendly  to  human  Nature,  amongfl; 
all  the  Remedies  prepared  out  of  the  vegetable 
World,  and,  if  I  am  not  miftaken,  of  the  Mineral 
too.  Does  not  Man  love  Wine?  Yes,  but  fome- 
times  too  much,  to  the  Ruin  of  his  Health  :  But 
the  Wine,  or  the  Preparations,  of  the  Tartar  loves 
Man  a  great  deal  more,  becaufe  it  relieves  him 
again  from  the  miferable  Diftempers  he  has  brought 
upon  himfelf  by  mifufing  it,  but  not  alone  in  thefe 
Cafes,  but  in  others  too,  coming  from  fome  other 
Caufes  and  Accidents,  &c.  The  Tartar  of  the  An- 
tients,  as  of  R.  V.  and  others,  was  not  of  the  com¬ 
mon  Tartar  or  Argol ,  but  of  a  different  Nature. 
Paracelfus ,  the  great  Chymift,  and  many  others 
after  him,  has  called  (improperly)  all  Obftrudtions, 
Vifcidities,  Inflammations,  and  Coagulations,  Tar¬ 
tar or  tartareous ;  &c.  But  about  preparing  the 
Tartar  itfelf,  I  have  found  nothing  in  his  Writings. 

Several  pretended  Secrets,  and  curious  and  trou- 
blefome  Preparations  have  come  to  my  Hands ;

My  volatile  Salt  of  T artar,  with  a  proper  Diet- 
Drink,  I  have  ufed  with  great  Succefs  in  old  Vene¬ 
real  Cafes,  &c. 

My  Preparations  of  T artar ,  which  I  never  or  fel- 
dom  mix  with  other  Medicines,  are  certainly  of  the 
greateft  Service  in  Phyfick;  but  for  all  that,  Vo¬ 
miting,  Purging,  Bleeding,  &c.  mud  not  be  omit¬ 
ted,  if  there  is  a  Neceffity  or  Occafion  for  it. 

Many  great  and  chronical  Diftempers  would  be 
cured,  if  the  Patients  would  have  Patience,  and 
continue  for  fome  Time  with  proper  and  fafe  Me¬ 
dicines,  and  be  ruled  in  their  Diet  and  Paffions:  &c. 
For  by  thefe  Means  they  would  not  only  be  cured, 
but  prevent  Relapfes  and  Returns.  Intemperantia  eft 
mediccrum  nutrix. 

Some  People  live  by  Choice  a  diforderly  Life, 
and  then  they  lay  the  Blame  upon  the  Medicines, 
that  they  cannot  cure  the  Gout,  or  any  other  Dif- 
temper. 

In  young  Children,  and  middle  aged  People,  the 
Epilepfy,  Fits,  and  Convulfions,  are  moft  common¬ 
ly  eafily  cured ;  but  in  aged  Perfons,  or  where  the 
Brain  is  touched,  and  the  Senfes  impaired,  feldom 
any  good  Succefs  may  be  expedted. 

If  a  Patient  be  cured  of  any  Diftemper,  it  may 
return  after  fome  time,  through  his  own  Fault  or 
Error,  or  through  an  accidental,  or  natural  Caufe  ; 
as  I  have  feen,  amongft  others,  in  a  Woman, 
whom  I  had  cured  with  my  refin’d  Cry  Hals  of  d' ar¬ 
tar  ^  of  the  Falling  Sicknefs  or  Epilepfy  of  many 
Years  Handing;  but  fhe  being  of  a  pafiionate  and 
violent  Temper,  it  returned  in  about  fix  Months 
Time,  as  I  had  foretold  her.  And  I  have  feen 
young  Children,  which  I  have  cured  of  Convulfion 

II  2  Fits, 
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Pits,  whom  the  Agony  of  the  Teeth,  after  being 
intirely  cured  perhaps  a  Year,  or  a  Year  and  a 
Half,  has  killed  in  a  Minute. 

The  World  is  made  to  believe,  partly  through 
Cuftom,  partly  thro5  the  pofltive  Afiertions  of  fo me 
ignorant  and  credulous  People,  that  there  is  no  Re- 
medy  for  the  Gout,  except  Flannel  and  Patience;

keep  to  a  proper  Diet,  GM  However,  1  have  re¬ 
moved,  with  the  cliffolved  Oil  of  my  refined  Cryf- 
tals  of  : Tartar ,  fevere  Fits  of  the  flying  Gout  from 
the  Stomach,  and  other  Parts,  into  the  extremities, 
in  few  Hours;  yes,  often  in  lew  Minutes;  and  the 
Fits  in  the  Extremities  I  have  eaied  and  cured  in 
a  fhort  1  ime,  with  Safety,  by  Perfpiration,  Sweat 
and  Urine;  and,  by  continuing  to  take  a  few  Drops

.p  ravel,  it  diffolves  the  vifeid  and  glutinous  Hu- 
mom:,  and  prevents  the  Gravel  and  Stone.

Gout,  by  what  I  have  feen,  and  others  have  e&pe» 
rienced  j  and  in  the  flying  Gout,  as  I  have  laid  be¬ 
fore,  my  Oil  is  admirable,  as  it  will  drive  the  Gout 
into  the  Feet,  its  proper  Place,  and  in  a  little  Time 
will  carry  it  off,  by  Sweat  and  Urine. 

This  Oil  flrengthens  the  Stomach,  Bowels,  and 
Nerves,  and  correds  the  vifcid  Blood  and  Juices 
efFedually.  It  drives  out  the  Wind  very  much,  and 
is  a  great  Cordial.  In  violent  Colds  I  have  found 
it  admirable,  and  likewife  in  the  Rhumatifm,  Cho¬ 
lic,  &c. 

I  have  had  feveral  Patients  in  the  Dropfy,  which 
I  have  been  obliged  to  advife  to  drink  moderately 
and  fufficiently  with  their  Meals,  notwithftand- 
ing  they  are  not  droughthy ;  becaufe  my  volatile 
Spirit  of  Tar  tar ,  lays  the  Pleat  and  Drought  mod 
commonly  in  two  or  three  Days. 

After  the  Spirit  of  Lime  has  flood  fome  Time, 
the  Cryflals  change  again,  and  turn  into  a  folid 
Body  at  the  Bottom  of  the  Glafs.  This  Spirit  i 
have  found  admirable  in  the  Gravel  and  Stone. 

A  certain  Gentleman,  in  a  publick  Office  under 
the  Royal  Exchange ,  has  had  the  Gout  for  many 
Years,  fo  that  he  has  been  confined  for  eight  or 
nine  Months  in  a  Year-,  but,  by  ufing  the  redined

I  have  ufed  a  plain,  fhort, 
and  eafy  Stile,  fit  for  every  Body’s  Capacity,  at 
which  I  End  a  great  many  are  offended ;  but  I  willi 
that  every  Writer  of  the  healing  Faculty,  or  any 
other,  would  endeavour  to  ferve  the  World  with 
more  folid  and  fubftantial  Matter,  than  with  pom- 
and  empty  Words,  and  uncharitable  and  ab~ 
Criticifms,  &c,  If  a  Man  takes  Pains  in  his 
jProfeffion  now-a-days,  and  invents  a  new  Remedy, 
m  Medicine,  to  relieve  the  Miferies  of  the -DiflrefT- 
cdF,  let  it  be  as  ufeful  and  excellent  as  it  may,  he  is 
it  ig  mat  i  zed  by  the  ignorant,  felfifb,  and  envious, 
with  the  undeferved  Name  of  a  Quack  (I  do  not 
fpeak  of  wicked  Cheats,  or  of  ignorant  and  illite¬ 
rate,,  tbo*  impudent,  fwaggering,  proud,  and  auda¬ 
cious  Impoftors  and  Empiricks,)  yet  almoft  every 
one  of  the  healing  Faculty  would  be  very  glad,  to 
Poileffion  of  fure  and  fafe  Remedies  and  Spe- 
,  (but  gratis ,  and  without  Trouble.)  But 
uncharitable  Slanderers  lhould  firfl  invent  and 
more  ufeful,  fafer,  and  better  Medicines, 
they  traduce  the  Charadler  of  thofe,  who 
XEsean  well  to  Mankind. 

Arts  and  Sciences,  and  particularly  Chymiflry, 
are  not  to  be  learned  in  Taverns,  CofFee-houfes,  or 
the  Tea  or  Card  Table,  or  in  Bed,  or  with  Idle- 
We  muft  all,  fooner  or  later,  give  an 
how  we  have  fpent  our  Time  and  Ta¬ 
ts-.  Let  us  therefore  put  our  nice  and  lazy 
Hands  more  to  Books  and  Charcoal,  than  Cups, 
•Cards,  CL.  chufe  good  Subjects,  Ora  &  Lab  or  a ; 
and  let  us  work  ehearfuliy  after  a  reafonable  Man- 
-mr then  the  Great  Being  will  blefs,  and  reward  us, 
hr  our  Labour  and  Affiduity,  &c~ 

There  are  many  imchriftian,  uncharitable,  proud, 
and  ieltifh  Men  in  our  Days,  who  rather 

chufe 
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chufe  that  their  much -to-be  pitied  Patients  die,  and 
perifh  under  their  Hands,  (if  it  be  only  according 
to  Rule  and  Art,)  though  it  is  wilful  Murder,  than 
they  will  recommend,  ufe,  or  apply  an  honeft 
Man’s  Medicines,  let  it  be  as  fafe,  and  excellent  as 
ever  it  will,  and  as  much  try’d,  and  approved  of  as 
ever  it  is  poffible;  but  let  them  remember  the  great 
and  dreadful  Day  of  Accounts.

and  feveral  other  Gentlemen,  can  teftify  the  Truth 
of  this  Caie.
